And having ſufficiently diſcuſlcd all 
theſe th ngs in due order and method, I dothen ſhew thee 
what means we have to preſerve the Horſe from all, in- 
ward diſeaſes, which I do find to be four in number, vis, 
By Purge, by Swear, by Phlebotomy, and by Vom't; and 
then do I proceed: to tnculcate unto thee the cauſes of 
health and long life, which I do make to be in number 
rwelve, which if thou do well obſcrve they will redound 
co thy great utility and profit, 

In the third Chapter I do demonſtrate certain things 
moſt befitting a Ferrier to know and underſtand well,be- 
fore he ſhall take upon him to adminiſter ; in the hand- 
ling whercof Ido begin firſt with the four Elements, ana- 


romizing- unto thee their true natures and 'vittues, and- 


how and where they be ſituate, a thing moſt needful 
to be known 3; then I goe along with the two proper E'e- 


ments, ſhewing from whence the ſeed and menſtrual .

obligations we have to admire 
the infinite goodneſs of Almigh- 
ty God in creating ſuch a marvel- 
lous number of creatures, meer- 
ly for the uſe and ſervice of man,

red, than the horſe; no dumb creature more generous, 
nor any that cometh ſo neer unto the pleaſure of man, 
none can ſerve him better in time of Peace ard War ;

bear and carry him his long and tedious journeys, in 
heart and cold, through thick and thin, by night and day;

the great Creator of all things, which doth ſo perfe&ly

r. creature the Horſe; for upon all occaſions he 

weateth, he trudgeth, he toyleth, he drudgeth, he moy!- 
eth, he laboureth Pro wiribwe, with great alacrity and 
cheerfulneſs (ſo leng as his vital ſpirits laſt) to give com- 
forr-and content to him that feedeth and cheriſheth him ; 
yea, and that (I ſay) with ſuch joy and alacrity, as if 
(like to a reaſpnable creature) he tound himſelf obliged 
thereto in the bond of all ſincere duty and gratitude. For 
ſhould I ſpeak rather like a Philoſopher than a Chriſtian, 
I could not but agnize nature to be admirable in all her 
works, wherein man doth owe unto her infinite, and 
thoſe very great thanks, in that ſhe hath accommodated 
and plentifully furniſhed him with all things needful 
for his uſe, as alſo in that ſhee hath propagated (amo 
all othcr) the Horſe, the moſt uſetu te ſervice of 
man, and who beſt acknowledgeth his Maſter. And 
that this may be the better anatomized, I will ſhew you 
what I. find recorded by authentical Authours of the ex- 
ccllency of this praiſe-worthy creature. 

The fo much renowned Bucephalue , who' carryed his 
Maſter through ſo many conquered Kingdomes, ſerves 
for an example to all cnſuing Ages, who would nor 
ſuffer any man but great Alexander to back him, who 
ſeemed to. be proud at what time he carried ſo glori- 
ous and victorious a charge ; and it 1s allo written of 
| kim, that being wounded at the fiege and ſacking of 
Thebes, he carried him couragiouſly through the Troo 
and throngs of all the Combatants, with incredible va- 
four 'and courage, nothing ar all clecgping or- prizin 
the loſs of is blood, being moſt delirous, and no lefs 

| willing 
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willing to do his Maſter all faithful ſervice, to the ut- 
moſt of his power, and to the effuſion of the laſt dro 
of his blood, labouring to purchaſe unto himſelf by 
his (not to te parallelled ) valour, and his reſolute 
perſeverance, a victorious advantage over the enemy. 
What never-dying thigh renown the Horſe of Ceſar got; 
I hold little inferiour to that of Bucephalps. Dionyſins 
the Tyrant of Sicily, in a great and well fought bartel, 
was himſclf ſo hard put to it, that he was conſtrained 
to forſake his Horſe, nevertheleſs the poor beaſt made 
his way through the throngs of the Enemy ; who all 
bloody and nutery as he was, gat him to a rendezvous 
at his Stable. Cextauretus of Galatia, having in battcl 
ſlain Autiochws, he in a bravado-mounted his Horſe, who 
ſoon found by good experience ,-( albeis no whit-to 
his advantage) that the ſaid horſe retained a reſentment 
of the death of his (lain Maſter : for the Horſe ſ6 ſoon 
as he felc this his new Lord upon his back, never gave 0-- 
ver flinging,yarking,plunging,and bounding,commanding 
tho bir with his teeth, launching out ſomerimes this way, 
ſometimes, that way, with ſo great im tuolity and fury, 
that atlength hecaſt his raſh Rider to the Earth, and then 
fel] ro him with his: heels ,- redoubling his ſtrokes in fo 
rhick and violent a manner, nor giving over till he had 
ſlain him outright, whereby he gave him little cauſe ro 
triumph and glory in his remerarions attempt. We 
read of Nicemedes, King of Bythinisa, whoſe Horſe fo 
intirely loved' him, as that his Maſter was no ſooner 
dead, ' but the Horſe preſently forſook his meat, ard ſo 
continued; untill ſuch- time as he languiſhing for very 
ief,dyed of famine. Yirgil the Prince of Poets, maketh 
nourable mention of rrhown, the Horſe of Pallas, 
ſonne of Evender, who ſaith that this Aethow being preſent 
ar-the funeral of his Maſter, wept fot ſorrow, as theſe 
wo verſes do inculcate : LIRO> TE 
B 2 After 
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After came Aethon, bold in Fight, nom weeping, 
And in his Tears his monrnful Viſage fteeping. 


Silins Jtalicus in his ninth Book doth highly extol two 
horſes, to wit, Pelorns, and (irews ſpeaking of them in 
this manner. 


Ready Pelorus was :to th hand and rayn, 
Obedient ſtill, and of a generous ſtrays : 
Hearing his Maſters voyce Cirzts hies 
' Fore T beholders, and the wind ont flies. 


The traRableneſs and-love that the Horſe bcareth to 
man, have bcen the occaſion that ſundry great perſonages 
have ,reciprocally anſwered it, by erefing of Statues, 
and by:building of moſt famous Cities to their honour 
and memory.: Mexender, betore mentioned; founded an 
opulent City in honour of Bucephals, and: gave it his 
name,and colodemedh his exequies; The Egyptians creed 
moſt magnificent Pyramidesand ſumptuous ſepulchersto 
ſuch horſes as had ſerved them well in their wars. -O&4«- 
via Ceſar, and after hin, Adria the Emperour,interred 
their Horſes with great pemp. and ſolemnities, and canſed 
famous Epitaphs to be ingraven-upon their monuments. 
[The Emperour (mmedus did the Like to his Horſe 
Parſinus, and commanded that he ſhould be buried in'the 
Vatican. Romulus did inſtitute; Plays and Games called 
Equiria, .in honour of Horles, and cauſed them to be pre- 
ſented in the field of Hfars. The eAZ#hinpians did lo highly 
eſteem of theſe noble creatures, as that they armed their 
Helmets with the skins of Horſes, ſuffering their earcs to 
remain, on, and they did. wear their tails upon their 
Creſts, like as now 4 daies.men uſe their Pluzmes. Other 
Nations have done the like, who held Horſes in I 
CItCEM, 
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eſteem, We rcad of a Roman Empcro ur, who made 
his Horſe a Senator, The ancient Aftrologers have like- 
wiſe attributed ſo much ro-Horfes, that they have placed 
one winged amonglt the celeſtial ſignes. The Poets hold 
that the Fountain (where the nine Muſes uſed to bathe 
themſelves, and to drink) ſprang up, by the blow of the 
foor which Pegaſus gore againſythe rwo topt hill, #er- 
naſſus. Neptune, God of .the Sea, is{urnamed Hippiusy by 
realon that (as'the poets do fable)chefitſt Horſe, that was 
ever ſeen, received his origin from him, 'or fromi#Rone 
whereon Neptune. had pourcd water,': There remHinerh 
much more to be ſaid in. honour of the. Horſe,-thanthere 
hath been already delivered.

partitions convenient, as well for change, which fome- 
times is molt requiſite, as alſo whereby to ſegregate each 
ſort of Cartel by itſelf; as your yong and old, raſe or 
breeding Mares by themſelves, your weanlings by them- 
ſelves, your Fillies by themſelves, and a Colts 

. according as your bell jaddewen ſhalt 
diQate 3 otherwiſe your breed will be in confuſiot. and 
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come to nothing, and ſo you may run the hazard-to loſe 
both.: your coſt and pains. Places-mulſt be alſo: made a- 
part, wherein þoth your Mares with fole, and:thofe who 
have their Golts ſucking upen'thetm, may. ru by, chem- 
_ ſelves with-all quietneſs and retireducſs ; and: every of 
theſe.particions mult be ſo ſufficiently fenced, as that no 
one ſort of cattel, can break into the othcr. And Ldo yer 
further-adviſc, that theſe Grounds be well turniſhed with 
tweet and, wholeſome water, whereof. dught..not: to. be 
any wantzjeiher.in VVinter or Summer; tor otherwiſe you 

may cndanger-the rainting and ſurtering, of them, 
Furthermore, that certain Sheds 'and Hay-houſes. be 
erected. for theny. to be fed in, during: the time: of the 
Wincer,. when; grafs js ſcanty; and -not ſo: much nouri- 
ſhings and the cold Vinds, Froſtes, . Rains, and Shows, 
may greatly pinch and annoy them ; | 10 which houtings, 
would be ſet up Racks and Mangers whereat. to fecd 
them:z there wquld alſo be laid clean ſtrew for them to 
lye upon, which will very much comfort and keep them 
warm : Bur above all, the greateſt care mnlt-be had to 
the fences in general, whether wall, (which is evermore 
the beſt) pale, quickſets, broad ditches, or high bankes, 
leſt they thould at any time :break forthy .and treſpaſs 
your neighbours to baſtardize, and -2___ your breed, 
And you ought alſo to inſtitute a truſty and diligent Bay- 
liffe or ſervant, whoſe only tunQion ſhould be to make 
his fence-walk morning and-evening, as duely as any well 
experienced Keeper or VWood man. doth his Pale-walk, 
ro ſce tharhis fences be faſt, and his Cattel ſafe : and ler 
him not fail everyday, once art the leaſt, to take a true 
tale and inventory of- eycry fort of Cattel he hath in his 
ſeveral Grounds, tor fear any ſhould be miſſing, or ſome 
misfortunc befalne any of them ; and if he ſhall find any 
wanting, let him not reſt ſezrching; until he hath found 
it; and it it be, in danger or ſick, -ler him not give over. 
Z himſelf 
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himſelf if he can, (otherwiſe -let him haſte to call 
company aad ſtength enough) to free it our of harmes 
Way. 
iu as touching the grounds themſelves, as I would 
not have them too rich, or too rank and deep with grals , 
ſo muſt they net be too barren, ſhort, and moike ; for 
as well in this ſubjc&, as.in all other things, the golden 
mean is evermore to be preterred. Having thus provided 
your ſelf a Stud of the choicceſt and abicſt Mares, for 
age, colour, ſhape and markes, your Stallions alſo of 
like attributes, your care mult be to ſee your Mares 
well covercd, for in this chiefly conſiſteth the life and 
quintefſence of your breeding. Be you therefore marvel- 
lous careful, that neither your Stallion nor- Mare have 
any of theſe enſuing defects; wiz. neither Moon-eyes, 
watry-eyes, or blood-ſhotten eyes, or other defeC& in 
their eyes or (ight, no taint in their winde by Glanders or 
otherwiſe, no way ſubje& ro Mainge, Mallender, Sel- 
lender, Splents, Spaven, Curb, Ring-bone, Scratches, 
Kybed hcels, or any other the like ſorances ; that they 
be not Cock-thropled, bur their Throples very looſe ; 
for let either Stallion or Mare have any of theſe maladies, 
then be you well aflured their Colts will rake them as 
hereditary from their Parents : Inſomuch as when you 
eſteem your ſelf confident of ſuch young Horſes, you fo 
much defired to be maſter of, you will be miſtaken ; for 
inſtead of a Stirrier or Horſe for manaage, you have 
bred him fit for nought elſe but the plough ; and in the 
place of a Hunter, he/proves a Mil-horſe ; and in hope 
you had a Horſe for a Courſe, he proves for no better 
uſe but the Cart ; and him you defire to have for your 
own Pad-ſaddle, you will be conſtrained to ſell him to a 
Carrier, to bear a Pack-ſaddle with a burthen. 

To come to intreat of the time moſt fitting for cover- 


ing your Mares, ct that be ſo done, that they may caſt 
| C their 
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their Foles in the dead of Winter ; as either in December 
or Fanuary; tor during their time of going with Fole, to 
wit, from the day of their Covcring, unto that of their 
Foling, is commonly twelve moneths, and ten days : 
Yet ſome do aver, they do want cleven days of twelve 
moneths, of which computation there is juſt three weeks 
oddes ; Others again £ affirm, that a Mare gocth bur 
only eleven. moneths. and ten days, wherein 1s greater 
oddes: but I have found it to be a moſt certain rule which 
never did fail me (unleſs in a young Mare upon her firſt 
Colt, who will want ſome few days of the ordinary ac- 
count) and long and frequent experience hath made me 
to. be very perie&t, that a Mare goeth (unleſs ſome mi(- 
chance or other accident hath otherwiſc. occaſioned) 
twelve moneths and ten days : For when at any time I 
have been preſent when a Mare hath been covered, I have 
in the very minute entred into my Almanack, the very 
day- and hour in. which ſhe took the Horſe; and becauſe 
I would not be deceived, I have been: preſent ar her fol- 
ing, -and I have found the time never to fail me. And 
therefore I could wiſh all breeders to obſerve with me 
the ſame courſe, and they thall find this account to fall 
out juſt as I have delivered. It your Mare be covered 
about S. Zxcies day, which is the thirteenth of December, 
then will ſhe fole about S, Thomas day, the ſame moneth 
in the year —_— Burt bcfore you ſuffer her to be 
covered,let neither the Stallion nor Mare be at graſs, bur 
taken into the houſe, ſix weeks or a moneth ar the leaſt; 
during which time, let them be both very well fed with 
good old Hay and Oates, wcll duſted and fitted, to the 
end they may have ſtrength and ſecd to performe the 
office tor which you have them. Bur if you will have your 
Mare certainly to conceive, then take blood from bot 
fides of her neck, and let her blecd at either vein wel-nigh 
a quarts Which pauſt be done five or fix days before (he 
is 
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is to be covered ; and the next day after bleedivg, give 
her in a quart of new milk, halfe iij, of Artimifia, alias 
Mugwort, chopped very ſmall, a-piece of ſweet” Butter, 
3 2. of Londoy Treacle warm; ' all theſe put upon the fire 
tilf che Butter and TFreacle be difolved, and give this to 
the Mare blood-warm in the morning faſting, and ſo the 
next morning again, and let her drink be white water, 
This-drink is-molt ſoveraign ro-cauſe conception, ir pro- 
voketh-ſeed abundantly, it openeth'the ores fn rhe body, 
and'cauſerh the Mare to keepthe feed ſhe receiveth from 
the Stallion ; moreover this drink comforteth the womb 
and matrix very much 'ſo as it is great oddes but that 
ſhe being thus ordered, will be ſped and conceive, unleſs 
ſhe be a Marc of great fterility; which ſuppoſed, ſhe is not 
to be keptfor a race or breeding Mare, br has 
Moreover, if you be- defirous'ro have your Mare to 
conceive a Horſe-colt; rather than a Filly ; obſerve then 
this leflon I ſhall here give you, and you ſhall find it an 
infallible rule, which will never miſs, iz. Art what 
time you would have your Mare to be covered, Let it be 
done when one of the firft five 'maſculine Signs do raign, 
which are either Aries, Taurus, Gemini, Cancer or Leo z 
but if ſhe ſhall be covered when any of the Feminine or 
watry ſigns are predominant,' as Yirg®, Libra, Scorpis, 
Sagittarius, Capricornm, Aquarins, or Piſces ;, then be you 
confident it will be a Filly. for this havel often tryed, 
and found .it ſeldome or never to faile me, eſpecially if 
the wind be either Weſt or North (but Weſt 1s beſt) ar 
the time of her covering. And you will find this my rule 
to be moſt infallible, Fe experience hath taught it me: 
And 7 have attained unto more knowledge by experience, 
than I was ever able to aſpire unto, either by reading and 
ſtudy, or by hearing what others have diftated, taught, or 


. Fold me : For we have a maxime, Experience is the beſt and 


ableft miſtreſs, and moderntix.' 
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Now fot the manner of the covering of your Mare. 
let her be brought into ſome place abroad, and there 
faſined to ſome {trong poſt, then bring out ro her ſome 
ſtoned Jade firſt to dally with her,and he will provoke her 
to an aptitude and defire of coity.z which done, let the 
Stallion be led forth rowards her, betwixt two or more 
luſty' ftropg men who may be able to maſter him it he 
ſhould prove. unruly, and let him leap her ;. and ler this 
be done in a morning _betimes faſting, ;- which done, ano- 
ther man ſtanding by with a'pail of cold water ready in 
his hand, in the very time when the Horſe is diſmount- 
ing, let him caſt the cold water. upon her ſhape, which 
by reaſon of the coldneſs, the = th of the caſter, 
and the ſuddenneſs thereof, will cauſe ber ro ſhrink in, 
and truſs up her body, - and. it will be the means.to make 
her retain the ſeed in the matrix ; otherwiſe the womb 
would not peradventure ſo ſoon encloſe ir, but for ſome 
time after, howſocver the womb would draw together, 
bur not ſo- ſuddenly, whereby upon the Mares motion 
there might be ſome danger of diflolving. Take then away 
the Stallion, and let the Mare be put into ſome remote 
place alone, from ſight and hearing of other Horſes and 
Mares,but let her neither eat nor drink in four hours after, 
neither Jet. her have any water at all till night, and then 
give her either a ſweet. maſh, or white water, After 
the hath becn thus Covered, you ſhall know whether or 
not ſhe hath either conceived, or loſt, or caſt her ſeed, by 
many evident ſymptoms which will appear to your cyez 
for it ſhe retain 8 good ſtomach to her meat, and ſo con- 
tinueth, it (ſhe do not neigh at hearing or fight ,of. ather 
horſes, if ſhe do not piſs oft times in the day, caſteth not 
her eye about gazing continually at every noyſe ſhe hear- 
cth, pricketh not up her cars, and that.in three, or tour 
days after her covering, her belly ſeemeth to.-be more 


gant, her hair more flick ayd cloſc to.her $kin, ſewing 
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of a brighter colour, and ſhe ſcemeth to fall away and 
become lean : if (I ſay) any of theſe Symptoms do appear 
in her, then is it an evident ſign (he hath kept her ſeed and 
conceiveth, but if the contrary appear in her, then hath ſhe 
loſt it and ingendred not. 

But as for offering her the Horſe again ten days after, 
together with ſuch like circumſtances, I hold them im- 
pertinent for this place, bcing fo frequently known and 
practiſed, and therefore my labour may well. be ſpared. 
But for her keeping and ordering atter her Covering, let 
her not drink that ſhe defireth, but continue her with 
the ſame dyet which formerly ſhe had before her cover- 
ing for three weeks or a month atter, leſt the ſeed might 
fortune to be impared, before the Colt be ſufficiently tor- 
med in the womb; - and let her be kept ſweet and clean as 
may be, and that without any labour or exerciſe during 
that three weeks or month : After which term you may, 
if you pleaſe, inure her to moderate labour, wherein have 
a freciy care of four things : Firſt, that ſhe be not at any 
time galloped, or-run off trom her wind : Secondly, that 
ſhe be not put to carry heavy burthens : Thirdly that (he 
be neither laboured or travelled in extream heat: And laft- 
ly, that herexerciſc be not ſuch which may provoke her 
to ſwear violently; for every of theſe things will cauſe her 
to miſcarry. 

She being thus with fole ; ſhe mult be kept in the houſe 
until mid- May, art leaſt, and then let firſt her ſhooes be 
taken oft, her fect pared well, the fruſh and heels opened, 
and plates after the manner of running ſhoos (bur not to 
come home to the heels) ſer on ; let her run in the drieſt 
Ground you have, yet not ſo ſhort of graſs,, but that ſhe 
may at her caſe fill her "_ at lea(t once a day ; and 
abour the latter end of September, (if not before) Jer her 
be very carctully taken1nto the houſe, but ſo. quietly, 
that you ſhall not endanger the hurting &f her: belly, 

3 cither. 
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either by the ruſhing of other Horſes and Mares againſt 
her,or through her unruly l-aping,or inconſiderate bruth- 
ing againſt poſts, doors, or the like. Let her be kept thus 
in the houſe to the time of her foling, and let her diet be 
as before is preſcribed, 

And when the time of her foling approacheth, let her 
keeper attend carefully upon her, pray her into a houſe 
convenient for her, unhaltred and untied, leſt i foling, 
the Colt receive damage, by reaſon that Mares do com- 


| monly caſt their foles (tanding : Wherefore let not the 


room whercinto you put her, be too ſtreight, bur,very 
warm (tor warmth is a great comfort as well to Mares 
with fole, as in foling) and let good ſtore of ſtraw be 
layed, that the Fole may fall from the Mare the ſofter, 
and be in leſs danger of harme; and let her (1 ſay) be 
watched for fear the Fole come not right ; and ſo ſoon 
as ſhe hath foled and licked it dry, let her keeper pre- 
ſently milk and ſtroak her, and that before the Colt do 
ſuck her; which will both cauſe 'her to give down her 
milk, making the ſame to multiply, and alſo keep/ the 
Udder thar the milk do not clod, which if it ſhould do, 
the Mare might happily in ſhort time become dyy;where- 
of if their be. any peril, I then adviſe you tof draw as 
much milk from her as you can, and boil it with the 


| leaves of Lavender, or Spike, and ſo bath her Udder 


therewith warm, continuing ſo daily to do, until by. this 
means you have broken the curd, knobs, and knots, 
cauſing them to be diflolved, And as for the water 
which ſhe is to drink for ſome time after her foling, ler 
it be either (weert Maſhes, or white water, and a month 
after her foling, give her a maſh, putting thereinto rhe 
_ of Brimſtone, or Savin, or the like, which will 
a great preſervation of the Colt ; and then if ſhe be 
moderately laboured either at Plough or Harrow, ifſhe 
will draw, as well the Mare as Colt will "_ the 
ccter x 
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better z provided ſhe be kept from raw meat while ſhe 
remaineth in the Stable ; by which means ſhe will the 
ſooner recover ſtrength, luſt, and courage, and have 
ſtere of good milk, which will cauſe the Colt to thrive 
the better, and to grow to be of the greater bone, which 
above all things is a matter of greateſt conſequence. And 
that you ſafer not the Colt to ſuck the Mare when ſhe 
cometh from work, untill ſhe be throughly cold, left 
thereby you ſurfer the Cole, 
* Thus much I have thought fir to handle of this ſub- 
je&; and albeit I have laboured herein to attain to bre- 
vity, nevertheleſs the premifles well conſidered, I ſhall 
not greatly offend in prolixity, howſoever this my man- 
ner of breeding being different from the old received 
Cuſtomes, will hot (I do aflure me) paſs void of cenſure, 
But as touching old cuſtomes, thus much I do averr, 
that as they are in many caſes of that force, as no law 
is able to-abrogate ; ſo on the contrary part, many of 
them are fo abſurd and ridiculous, as nothing can be 
more ;. for what ſaith the Civil Law 2 Thoſe things 
which by event or ſucceſs of time are found to be pernicions 
or hurtful, even thoſe things ought to be repealed, yea albe- 
it they were at the firſt found profitable. Which ground 
holdeth good in nothing ſo much as in old Cuſtomes, for 
of their abſurdities, I am able to produce inſtances nor 
a few ; howſoever with many, 1t is one of Hercules great- 
eſt labours to beat many 4 man from his old (uſtomes be 
they never ſo bad, albeit CuFome is a meer Tyrant, and 
his ſoveraignty moſt inſufferable, as a grave Author very 
well obſcrveth, | 
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CH4p, Il. 
How to make and order your Stable, 


T TAving thus waded into this myſtery of Breeding, 

I hold it a thing very behovetul to be handled, how 
your ſtable ought to be accommodated. Firſt therefore 
your ſtable ſhould be ſituare where the air is wholelom, 
pure, and good, and the ground dry : the ſtrufture would 


- beeither of Free-Stone or Brick, but Brick is belt, moſt 


wholeſome, and warmeſt ; Beſides this benefit brick hath, 
which ſtone hath nor, of being very dry, for Stone will 
weep, and ſweat drops of water againſt rain and miſty 
weather, which begettech damps, and czuſerh Rheumes 
in Horſes. Your (table ought not to have any unſavoury 
Gutter, Channel, or Sink near to it, no Jakes, Hoglties, 
or Henrouſt, whereby to annoy it. It would be alſo ſeel- 
ed overhead, and have ſtrong dores, with locks, bolts, 
and bars unto it. The Rack would not be made too high, 
or two low, but placed in an indifferent proportion, and 
ſo artificially ſer, rhat neither the duſt or the hay-ſceds 
may fall into his mane, or upon his neck and face. The 
Manger would be ſer at an indifterent height, made deep, 
and of one intire piece, as well tor ſtrength as for conve- 
niency to be kept ſweet and clean. Ler the flore be pitched 
with flint, and not plancked. The windows would be 
made with handſome ſhuts and ccaſements, and well 
glazcd, as well to keep out cold and wird, as alſo (when 
there may be cauſe) to let in the cool and freſh air. 
Again, take heed there be no lome wall or plaiſter ſo 
near as that the Horſe may reach thereto with his mouth: 
for upon that he will gnaw, which may do him much 
prejudice, and be the cauſe of much dangerous ſickneſs; 
tor! Lome and Lime are ſuffocating things, they wy in- 

ect 
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fe& and putrifie the blood. endanger the Lungs,and be no 
friend to his wind : ncither ſuffer any dung to lic near him. 
Furthermore there would be made a tair Loft, wherein to 
lay hay, and; convenient lodging: chambers for your 
Grooms, whoſe pearnoſs, together with their care and vigi- 
lancy might prevent many dangers and inconveniences 
which may accrue unto your Horſes by night. Alſo let a 
neat Saddic-houſe be contrived with Bings for Proven- 
dour, and in it Preſſes, whercin to lay up the Saddles,Bri- 
dles, and all other furniture apperrtaining to Horſes, and 
an _AquednF wherewith to bring water to the Stable. And 
laſtly,other Stalls would be crefted remote,wherein upon 
occaſion to ſerve the ſick from the ſound. Many other ac- 
couttrements there are belonging to a perfect Stable, as 
partitions with boards, poſts, and bars, with pins driven 
into every poſt , whcron to hang Bridles and the like ; 
ſhelves alſo faſtned to the wall ſerving for many uſcs, to 
place neceſlaries upon, &c. which being known to all 
men, will be necdleſs for me here to repear. 

But you may peradventure ſtartle at paving,. rather 
than planking your flore, preferring planks as warmer, 
and much better than flint; or a pitched flore can be ; 
as alſo for that it is a new thing, lictle practiſed, and ſel- 
dom heard. Tv! 1 ; 

Burt give me leave (I pray. a little to inform. your un- 
derſtanding in this one poynt,by which means your judge- 
ment may fortune to be much bettered. Firſt therefore 
whereas novelty may be; objeQed. 1 ſhall moſt eaſily 
aſloyl that /peint, even from the ſelf-ame ground in the 
civil Law, which I inſerted 'in the concluſion of the 
precedent Chapter, wiz. That things found to be pre- 
judicial ought to be inhibited, although they might be 
thought needtul, and geod in foreknown times. For that 
paving ot (tables 1s berter than planking them). ; I have rea- 
ſons not a few wherewith to ſatisfic a tcaſonablc iman.

planked ; provided yourflore be 1aid/ eyen, not; higher 
before than behind, more than ſo mnch that quay. 'make 
the water to avoyd to his hinder fect, where there aughs 
to be a ſmall gutrer to cauſe ir to paſs away ; for-in rail- 
ing your flore-ſo much, I do abfrad from the ancienr ill 
cultome, : by :reaſan:that a Horſe Randerh higher. bctore 
than he doth behind, his hinder legs willſwell, and fo ke 
becomerh lame; befades, - 'giverh him a tains ym 
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back and kidneys ; and to conc]ude, his long ſtanding in 

this uncalie manner begerteth in the poor bealt much pain 

and grief, and this occationeth unto him(which would nor 

otherwiſe be) the putting forth of Wind-gals, Pains, 
Scratches, and ſuch like noyſome ſorances. 

Another thing may peradventure be thought ſtrange, 

which I have handled in the former Chapter, where I in- 

Of the treat of breeding; in that I would have the time of the 

time of Fo* Mares foling to be cirher in December or Fanuary, this be- 

ling. ing in the very depth of Winter, as well when the ſeaſon 

is commonly coldeſt, and when little or no graſs is to 

be had;: ſo as of necetſity the Mare muſt be houſed, and 

fed with hard. meat, whereby her milk will be in ſo ſmall 

a proportion; as cither to endanger the ſtarving of the 

Colt, or elſe at leaſtwiſe keep him ſo poor and feeble, 

as not to be:able to grow,. thrive, or proſper to any 

purpoſe. To fſatisfie this ſcruple, I ſay from long cx- 

rience,” that the Winter ſeaſon for a Mare to foe in, 

nexcon all peradventure, 1s the very beſt, as well for the 

Mare as the Colt, ſuppoſing (he be kept in a warm houſe; 

and as for her mik, ſhe will have great plenty, and 

that much better and more nouriſhing than that milk 

which the Colt ſhall ſuck from his Dam. at grafs; fo 

The Colt ag thereby the Colt ſhall be more lufty, ſtrong, heal- 

berref 9 thy greater of bone and ſtature, . better able ro endure 

the Stable, hardineſs, better knit, cleaner limbed, more neatly 

chan 3 Joynted and hooved, and keep his fleſh better than thar 

Fincer, Colt that is foled in May, Fare, /or any of the hotter 

months : and my reaſon is, that albeit graſs cauſeth 

greater plenirude of milk, (which 1 deny not) yet is not 

the ſame ſo good and nouriſhing : for the milk which 

the Colt ſucketh at graſs, is very thin- and watry ; 

and albeit winter w, begetteth not ſo great a quantity 

of milk, yet the ſame will be thicker, more ſabſtantial 

and of greater nutriment, (the Mare being very well fed) 


which 
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which will feed the Colt very fat, and make him more 
taſty and ſtrong, (as I have faid) than it the Mare the 
whole Summer and VVinter through, and in all the extre- 
mity of heats and coldshad been kept abroad. Morcover, 
the Colt, beſides the milk he draweth from the Mare,will 
alſo feed with her upon Hay, Oats, Bran, and ſuch like 
food, which will do him much pleaſure : But ſome again 
will ſay, that their teeth are ſo tender, as that they will 
not be able to chew and cat ſuch kind of hard meats; 1 
anſwer, they are very much miſtaken, for, not only my 
ſelf alonc, bur ſundry others have with me been eyc- 
witnefles of the contrary ; therefore this nceds no "af 
ther ſolution. And whegcas it hath been obje&ed unto 
me, that that Colt which is foled in May, or Solftice, in 
that ſeaſon, the Mare will have ſtore of milk, thus much 
I do ingenuouſly confeſs, but then what manner of milk 
will it be? None other than ſuch as ſhall be marvellous 
thin and watriſh, (as I ſaid before) which abundance will 
alſo fail, even when the Colt hath moſt nced thereof, 
that is, when the Colt beginnerh to come up to ſome 
flrength, and at what time he ſhould receive moſt nutri- 
ment ; to wit, when the winter cometh on, whoſe Shows, 
Froſts, colg rains, and Flouds will not a little nip and 
inch the Colt, and enfeeble the Mare in ſuch terrible 
and deſperate manner, that ſhe will want her former 
plenty of food, warm and dry lodging, and other necefſa- 
ry relief and ſuſtentation, and ſo.in like manner, her abun- 
dance of milk,at what time her poor Colt ſhould depend 
upon the enfeebled Marc, who is not able ro ſupply its 
own need : by means wtercof it muſt neceſſarily fall 
out, that ſhe muſt bring both her ſclf and her Colt to 
extream poverty, . not being able to ſuſtain her own life, 
much leſs her Colts and her own, and ſo become feeble 
before winter be half ſpent ; and over. and above all this, 
the Colt will by his runving abroad with the: Mare be- 
D 3 come 
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come ſo ſavage and wild, as that if any infirmity ſhould 
happen to ſeize upon it, its own unrulineſs will be fo 

reat, that the Cure may thereby become the more dit- 
Fcile : for to ſpeak truly, infinite have been, and dayly 
arc the numbers of Colts ; yca, and thoſe many times 
rightly bred, which have milcarried and periſhed in this 
nature. 

I do therefore conclude, and asa friend to my Country 
aver, that the beſt way to breed up the ableſt and moſt ſer- 
viceable Horſes, is (as I have betore inculcated) after this 
.method, and none other ; and therefore I am bold to ad- 
viſe all Noble Gentlemen, who are lovers of good Horſes, 
and of this Myſtery, to make tryal, and to put theſe m 
Rudiments in execution,and they will never (I do well aſ- 
ſureme) hereafter either alter or ſwerve trom them ; for 
of this kind of breeding I have had more than forty years 
good expericnce ; during which time, I intimated theſe 
my grounds to a Knight, an intimate friend of mine, who 
was a great lover of good Horſes, and as great a Breeder, 
as a lover of them, and very well-verſed in Horſe-man- 
ſhip, who hearing my reaſons, and throughly digeſting 
them, approved of them ſowell, as-thathe tell ro follow 
theſe my inſtructions, and eſteeming them ſutlicient, 
would never be brought from them after ; he aftirmiug, 
no way eomparable-to this : for he found by plain de- 
monſtration, that whereas in former times in breeding 
(as commonly he did) ten or twelve Colts year] 
when they .came to Backing, Riding'and proot of help 
ten or twelve, he thought himſelf well appayed, and his 
labour and coſt well beſtowed; rt ewo or tiirce ar the moſt 
proved right, and to his mind ; wiercas ever attcr, in 
ten Colts thus bred and reared up hardly any one mitled, 
which proved nov-right and to.his good liking : and this 
manncr of breedag, made him more in love with this my- 
fiery,::than cvet befote, reaſon dictating ir-ſo. well _ 
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him. For, moſt certain it is, when the Stallion and Mare 
are both right, and have all their true attributes, and the 
time, ſcaſon, and manner of breeding, with all circum- 
ſtances thereunto belonging, pun&tually and in every 
point duely obſerved; it will be a hard matter for the 
Colt to prove'ill: bur if otherwiſe, then marvel not if 
the Colt anſwer not your expectation, according to the 
Greek Adagc, which alth ; wWxs xopar Or varty wor, Fade Sire, 
Fade Colt, Wherefore it upon _ it ſhall appcar to you, 
that you have hitherto been to ſeek of the true grounds, 
and of the original cauſes why you have not bred ſo many 

ood Horſes as you have deſtrcd, do not then wonder 
that The cauſe of your errour, and of ſo great a miſchief hath 
ſtoln upon and decetved you : tor the great decay ot good 
Horſes, together with thoſe infinite errours in breeding, 
and I; that increaſe that, is, being Þ> 
vile a manner of baſe Jades have ſo ſwarmed in this 
kingdome, as that (a lamentable caſe to be related) of 
one rightly bred, we now a daies have a thouſand Jades ; 
to the =_ diſhonour, diſprofit, and weakinng both of 
King and countrey, And what is the reaſon > Iiball in 
a word tell you : 1 # impoſſible for a man to bring his work 
ro its wiſhed perfettion, who never knew the true grounds 


of hu principles. 


Crap, IV. 
| Of the Marks, Colours, and Shapes of Horſes. 


He next thing befitting our ſubje&, is to ſpeak 

(albeit briefly) of the Colours, Marks, and per- 

| fe& ſhapes of Horſes : Wherein I will firſt deli- 
ver other mens opinions,and faſtly niine own. Some there 
be who hold that Colours, Marks, and ſhapes are little 
material 
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material to make up a perfe& Horſe,which I will not con- 
tradict, for my meaning is not to traduce or controul an 
man : but this I will ſay, that if a good horſe have theſe 
roperties adherent to his goodneſs, then is he queſtion- 
cls in much better eſteem ; for if beauty be added to his 
other inward vertucs, then is he (like to the Nightingale 
in the beginning of Aprill, heard, and hearkened unto) 
more praiſeworthy, and better prized. For a Horle if, 
he be good and ſerviceable, well mettled, bold, and 
hardy, of a gentle condition, of a round and comely trot 
and pace, lightly and well born, obedient mouthe lure 
on foot, tough, ſtrong, and caſie , will (I ſay) not ſuch 
a Horſe be well eſteemed > But if together with theſc 
good properties, there ſhall be added, Zood colour, 
true marks, and perfe& ſhape, which cauſerh him to a 
pear moſt beautiful to all beholders : will not theſe en- 
dowments ſet him the better forth, and cauſe him to be 
the berter eſtecmed, of every man deſired, and much more 
money offered for him > nay, ſhall not you (whoſe the 
Horſe is) be come unto, be ſued unto, have letters ſent 
you-from ſundry friends, and will not your ſelf prize 
him at a higher rate than otherwiſe you would have done? 
yes efircdly ; and hereof I make no queſtion, True .it 
1s, and I muſt confeſs no leſs, that a Horſe may be very 
good, and perform his funQtion very well, who hath nei- 
ther good colour, true marks or perfc& ſhape ;, never- 
theleſ?, theſe extrinſecal vertucs are more frequently to 
be found, and better obſerved to be in good Horles, in 
whom are colour,marks, and ſhape, than in horſes which 
are otherwiſc,Vherefore becauſe theſe things are termed 
extcriour yertues, and therefore take their obje&t from 
the eye onely, I will conjoyn them altogether in this my 
diſcourſe, and ſhew you what hath been, and is the opi- 
nion of both antient and modern Writers. Yirg# in.his | 
Gcorgicks, handling, moſt accurately ſundry points of 
Husbandry, 
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Husbandry,amons other things in his third book of Geor- 
gicks, defcriberh the Horſe, as-well his breeding, and 
his ſeveral ſorts of imployments, as his colour, thape, 
and marks; yea, and that in moſt exquiſite manner : and 
thus he beginneth : 


Let the Males gee 
Without reſtraint to Venery, and ſo | 
By timely breeds preſerve a perfect kind, 
Their firſt age beſt all wretched mortals find. 
After diſeaſes and old age-do come, 
Labour, and death s inexorable dooms, 
There ſtill will be, whoſe bodies with thy will 
Thou would'ſt wiſh chang'd. Therefore repair thews fill; 
<nd left thy kind quite leſt thow find too late, 
Prevent the leſs and yearly propog ate. 
And ſuch 4 choyce you muſt in Horſes make, 
By him, whom you for Stallion mean to take, 
As hope of all the race, eleft with caxe, 
Even from a tender Fole ſuch Colts as are 
Of generous race, ftreight when at firſt theey re fo a, 
walk proudly, their ſoft joywts ſcarce knit, and bold, 
Dare lead the way, into the rivers enter, 
And dare themſelves on unknown ſeas to ventare.

(Like that great firengthleſs fire in ſtubble ary) 

In vain he rages.; therefore firſt tis $04,

with other arts, bow ſad a Horſe will be 

When overcome, how proud of vittory. 

Doeſt thou not ſee when through the field in ſpeed, 
T wo racing Chariats from the Liſts are fied, |

And fear with joy confennded, ſtrikes each heart ? 
They g#ve their Hor ſe the raius, and laſh them on, 
Their hurried wheels exflaming, as they run ;

mouthed, and well mettled : rhey mult not have Fart or 
fleſhy legs, but to have a great belly, well riſen before, 
ſtreight backt, not charged with over great ſhoulders, 
he muſt have a thin bended neck,like a Carps back;a good 
Crouper, large thighes, round well ſpread Buttocks,and 
a train well ſet on, a lean,dry,and thin Head, a full ſpark- 
ling Eye, a wide Noftril, a wide, thin, and lean Jaw, a 
looſe Throple, a well-trufſed rogether Body, and Legs 
not too long ; being. thus accoutred and ſhaped, it 1s 
very probable he will be very ſerviceable.

part of the legs be ſmall ; provided he have a good foot, 
which healins, he may prove a horſe of long conti- 
nuance. ; Another Author ſpeaking of the colours of 
Horſes, doth denotuinate them after this manner, v1z, 
A Brown-Bay, a Black-Roan, or Black tull ot filver hayrs, 
Cole-Black, Cheſt-nurt,,Dark-Bay, Fly-bitten, or Vhicc- 
Lyard, The Brown-Bay is ſo highly eſtcemed with all Na- 
tions, as-that they doe with one aflent always rank him 
in the very firſt place of colours : the Italians and French 
do fo much prize the Brown-Bay, as that they evermore 
call that colour Bayary Loyal, theL oyal Bayard, or more 
properly, according to our Engliſh phraſe, truſty Bayard. 
The French, Italians; and Germans do very tar commcnd 
and prefer three ſorts of Colours in Horſes; to wit, the 
Brown-Bay, the Cheſt-nut, and the Cole-Black ; bur 
they do evermore prefer the Brown-Bay to the firſt 
place, Maſter Blwndevile, and Maſter Markham do both 
accord in the choyce of the Colours of the Horſe, and 
they jnever do fail in pteferring the Brown-Bay to the 
firſt place. 

What ſhall I need ſpeak any more of Colours? I will 
now- proceed to their. Marks, wherein, albeir in moſt 
things all in a manner- do agree ; yer-only in ſome few 
points there ts ſome ſmall diberence. All generally aflent 
tit the white Star, and white foot, it the blaze be not 
roo broad, or the foot too high white about the Paſterne, 
for then it is called hoſed, or buskened : Some commend 


markes of 2 che ſhim, or raſe down the face, if it be not much broad-

er than athree-peny fi}k_ Ribben, bur then tt muſt come 
ro end juſt berwen the Noftrits, and not to be more 
on the one (ide of the face, than on the other. This 
indecd 1s of all truce Horſe-men:cſteemed a molt beauri- 
full good Marke, and well becommeth a good Horle. 
Some would have the foot being whitc, to be on = far © 
Qt 
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foot behinde, and ſome again on the near foot before : 
I have heard ſome highly commend the Horſe ro#have 
rwo white feet a croſs, to wit, the far foot behinde; and 
the near foot before, like as had a Horſe of the old Lord 
Sendes, being a Courſer, which he brought out of 7taly, 
with ſo much charge, labour, and perill of his life, (as 
his Lordſhip did ſandry times report unto me, ) which 
was as a dark bay, and his two feet a crofle white z how- 
ſoever I have known ſome Horſe-men diſlike of the ſame 
Marks, yet I could never hear the reaſons of their diſ- 
like. A Knight of my acquaintance would highly com- 
mend the Horſe, who had a white foot, which was be 

ſpeckled with black motly ſpots ; affirming thata Horſe 
ſo marked did beroken good mettle, great valour, and an 
heroick ſpirit ; for he would always call ſuch a Horſc 
Equus generoſus, a Horle of a brave ſpirit; and this hc 
would report was taught him by old Sir Henry Zea, that 
famous  Horſe-man, and no lefs excellent Breeder, of 
whem this Knight bought many delicate Colts, ſome of 
which were thus marked. All good Horſe-men do atteſt, 
that the Horſe with much white upon his face, raw noſed, 
ſheath, yard, tutll, and hooves white, skin white, and 
legs hoſed, and wall-eyed, is generally weak, faint, of a 
cowardly condition, tender,and waſby of fleſh, ſubje to

ſtriking; and in a word, of a moſt baſe and evil condttton,

+ head, fo it be ſituated above the eyes; and rhe higher ir 
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Threple, upon the breſt, and upon both the Flanks, and 
upon both-butrocks; which for Horſes to have Feathers in 
theſe, and ſuch like places, is moſt commendable. 

Now as touching the perte& and true ſhape of a Horſe, 
wherein we have more contrariety of opinions, than arc 
either in the Colour or Marks, whereof I have given you 
a taſte already : Nevertheleſs, I will demonſtrate how 

The peri-® far commonly all do meex in the ſhape of a well timbred 
Hoſe, Horſe. Firſt therctore it is required that thc hoof be black, 
ſmooth, dry, large, round, and ho!low : The Paſterns 
ſtraight and upright, Ferlocks ſhort, the legs ſtraight and 
flat, called alſo lath-legged, the knees bony, lean and 
round, the neck long, high-rear'd, and great towards the 
Breaſt, the Breaſt large and round, the Ears ſmall, ſharpe, 
long, and upright, the Forehead lean and large, the Eyes 
great, full, and black, the Browes well filled, and ſhoot- 
ing outwards; the Jaws wide, ſlender, and lean, the 
Noftrils wide, and open; the Mouth great,'the Head 
long,and lean like roa ſheep, the Mane thin and large, the 
Withers ſharp and poynted, the Back ſhort, even, plaih 
and double chined, the Sides and Ribs deep, large, and 
bearing our like the cover of a Trunk, and cloſe thut at 
.the huckle-bone, the Belly long, and preat, but hid under 
the ribs, the Flanks full, yet gaunt, the Rump round, plain, 
and broad, with a large ſpace betwixt the Butrocks, the 
Thighs long and large, with well taſhioned bones, and 
thoſe fleſhy, the Hams dry, and ſtraight, :the Trunchion 
finall, long, well fer on, and. well-couched,.the Trayn 
long, - not-too thick, and falling to the gruund, the' Yard 
and: Stones ([mall.; and laſtly, the Horſe to be well rifer 
before. And to conclude, the perfe& ſhape of a Horſe, 
according. as 2 famolis Horſe man hath deſcribed, is ina 
few words, thus;.7iz. A broad Forehead, a great Eye, a 

lean Head, thin, flender, lean, wide Jaws, a long high 
reared Neckzhigh reared Withers,a broad deep Cheſt o: 

| Body - 
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Body, upright Paſternes, and narrow Hoof : And this is 
the cammon allowed, and approved ſhape of a perfc& 
Horſe ; ſo as if any of theſe things be deficient in him, he 
cannot be ſaid to be a Horſe of a perfect ſhape, Where- 
fore I conclude that it a Horſe be of a good Colour, well 
marked, and rightly ſhaped, and right alſo by Sire and 
Mare ; it will be ſeldome ſeen that he ſhould prove i], 
unleſs his Nature be alienated, and marrcd, either in 
the Backing and Riding, or clſe that he be otherwiſe 
wronged, and molt (ſhamefully abuſed by the means of a 
hair-brain, negligent, or inconfiderate Rider or Groom, 
Bur I may in this poynt be taxed to hold a Paradox ; for 
ſome may obje& unto me, that many times Horſes, who 
arc of the beſt Colours, beſt Marks, and trueſt ſhapes, do 
nevertheleſs prove arrant Jades, reſtifle ſtubborn, il natu- 
red, ſubject to tyring, and the like : I anſwer, 1 acknow- 
ledg all this to-be moſt true, for I have known Horſes, 
who upon their firſt view, have been in extrinſecal. ſhew 
ſo hopetul, as that they have promiſed what a man could 
expect from them;zwhich notwithſtanding when they have 
come to the teſt, rhey have bcen a ſcandal to their ſex : 
bur this is not a thing trequent, for in every one of theſe 
who: have thus miſcarried, you ſhall have twenty. who 
will prove right, and an{werable to your mind : I have 
alſo known Horſes, which wanting theſe good attributes, 
and who have been as different from thoſe we call good, 
even as Chalk is from Cheeſe,who have proved very good 
Horſes : howbeit L will not counſel you to breed upon 
ſuch an one, who albeit he may bring you Colts, yer 1 
darc not promiſe you he ſhallever bring you a good Colt, 
whereof I have oftimes made tryal, as well for Horſes of 
Menage, as for Hunters, and Horſes for the Courſe. Nei- 
ther need there any more be ſaid upon this ſubject. 


7 CHAP, 
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CHAP, V. 
Of the Office of the Rider and Groom, 


Aving now bred Colts according to my InftruQi- 
Hf ons, which you may well hope will prove to 
your mind and beſt liking , nevercheleſs ſyme 
things there yet remain, whereof duly to conſider ; and 
that is, that when you have thus (I fay) bred your Colts, 
which you may very well hope are right, your cye and 
judgment for 'Shape, Colour, and Marks, promifing no 
leſs ; ir then behooveth you to be very Caurclous in the 
Handling, Breaking,Riding, and well-ordering them,whe- 
ther you intend them for _ Courſe, Hunting, or 
the Rode ; in any of which an eſpecial care would be had 
to provide you of Riders, Grooms, and Keepers, ſuch as 
{ball be known to be expert in their faculties ; in which 
PE conliſterh cicher their dire making, or mar- 
ring, and final ruine. For we cannot ſay, that a Col: (yet 
unhandled) at three or four years of age, is, or can be a 
perfect good Horſe, whilſt he remaineth (I ſay) unridden, 
unhandled, and unmade, until ſuch time as he hath been 
taken up into the Stable, made gentle, tauzhr ro lead,con- 
tentto be (hod, to be Back'd, Broken, Ridden, Wayed, 
Mouthed ; and to be brief, brought to his utmoſt perfe- 
Ction. By this time you will come to be able to know and 
underſtand, his true Worth, Vertue; Nature, Diſpoſition, 
and Quality,his Pace,his Rain,or Bearing,his Toughneſs, 
Strength, and Afability, his true worth and goodneſs, and 
what other attributes are befitting a generous Horſe. 

Wharm'r- His Rider therfore muſt be an expert and able Horſe- 

rer of man . , . 
a Rider man, and his Keeper every way as ſufficient otherwiſe 
ought ro be. what defects youThall-find in your Horlezarc not to - « 

tribute 
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tribured to himbut cither to his Rider, or to the Groom, 
Wherefore your care muſt be, that both Rider and 
Groom be known ſuſhcient; leſt tor want of true Science, 
your Horſe may cit-ſoons be brought to aflume ſuch ſini- 
fter conditions, from which he will nor be weancd in a 
longtime after. Wherefore if your Rider be known to be 
an able man, and your Groom ſufficiently skilful, you 
muſt rhen _ that perfc&ion from your Horſe, you 
ever hoped, For my partthus much I aver,that this Noble 
Science (Noble, I call it, for that it is a Faculty well be- 
ſceming a truly Noble Gentleman)is an art whercin I have 
been verſed and travelled for more than fourty years, as 
well at home, as in parts abroad; in which I have moſt di- 
ligently conſumed much time,as well to the labour of my 
body and mind, as tomy no ſmall expenſe : and it doth 
not 4 little trouble me that in places where I come here in 
England 1 do find ſo few Horſe-men, (conſidering it is an 
Iſland that doth abound in Horſes, whereof no Kingdom 
under Heaven more) and yer ſo many Braggadochies 
there be, who will ſo crack and boaſt of their 5kill in this 
heroick Science; and when I ſhall begin to diſcourſe with 
chem of Horſemanſhip, they will calk ſofillily, and ſo im- 
pertinently, as makes me bluſh to hear them : infomuch 
as I have much tronble with my patience in forbearing to 


let them know their abſurd folly : and if I but' ask them 


any calte queſtion concerning thts myſtery, they preſently 
fall into (trange and prepoſterons diſcourk 

incredible wonders, as far from ſenſe, and as high above 
the Moon, as the Moon is above us, /and they arc as poor, 
and, as ignorant in the true nature and knowledg of the 
Art, as not to be able to underſtand the very firſt grounds 
' andprinciples in Horſemanſhip, Others there be, who 
/ hav&attained toſomuch ſy oerficia ſpeculative knowledg 
- by __ the Works of Maſter B/undevile, Maſter Mark- 
* bam, andorthers; getting thereby ſome glimpſe of fpecu- 
lation 


es,venting many * 
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lation, but leſs true*praice, (wherein is as much diffe- 
rence as betwixt us and the Antipodes, - and therefore in 
what eſteem they either are or can beamong Horſemen, js 
moſt eafie to be imagined. Others there arc, who being (6 
active and dexterouszas to be able to fit a rough,unridden 
Colt, a few plunges, by faſt holding with both hands to 
the, Mane and Pummel, and by clinging with their legs 
cloſe to the body of the Horſc,ull by ſtriving and his vio- 
lent diſerdered agitation, he hath put himſelf from off his 
wind;that wil not ſtick preſently boron tothemſelves 


the truc and entire myſtery of able Horſemanſhip, Others 


again I oft meet with, who by ſometimes fkrequenting the 
Muze, where Riders uſe to menage ; who after have made 
no bones to cry themſelves up for as good and as ablc 
Horſemen,as any in Exg/exd.Others I do very, well know, 
who by reading have made ſome petty practice, howſo- 
ever (God knows) to very ſmall purpoſe (fo far forth as 
their diminutive skill was able to extend) upon ſuch (ror 
rightly bred Geldings ,- and ſmall Nags of their own) 
wherein they have aflumed unto themſelves ſo much pre- 
rended knowledg,as that they have in their disjoynted dif- 
courſes not ſpared to tax the famous Alexanders, and 
other eminent Riders of this our Kingdom tor Novices, 
and meer ignorant Horſemen. Such (I ſay) is the vanity 
and arrogancy of theſe our days, in which ignorance da- 
reth to adventure to traduce knowledg, and Vice lay an 
obloquy upon Vertue. For unleſs a max do arrive unto the 
depth of profound knowledg, he ſhall be derided ;, but like as 
he either hath or hath it not, he ſhallbe either commended or 
ſeerned. For. you ſhall not ſee one in a hundred of theſe 
pretenders of knowledg, who doth ſo much as under- 
ſtandthe terms of this generous myſtery ; and therefore 1 
may truly ſay of them : that wot to know the terms or prin- 


ciples, is to be ignorant of the Art it ſelf; And yet I have 


known ſome ot theſe ſo impudently weak, as, to take upon 
7 | them 
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them to teach, whercat I have not a little marvelled, it -. 


being 2 gencral- received rule,. viz. /t is impoſſible for a 
man to teach that which he never learned. And turther a 
venerable Author faith, He that will be his own ſcholley, 
[hall be ſure to have a fool to his maſter. For aflurcdly,grear 
folly and weakneſs is tobe obſerved in that man,who ſhall take 

on him to be a maſter or teacher, who never knew what it 
was to be a ſcheller. : 

- But it you defire to. have your Colts. come to tie 
height of perteCtion, let then your care be to furniſh your 
ſelt of a good Rider, and ſuch an one who is welknown 
and cyed up to be an exquiſite Horſeman, He minſt nor 
be of lite diflulute, or debaucht, nor of nature harſh, 
furious, cholerick, or hair braind:: tor the leaſt of cither 
of thele vices, ate uubeſeeming a perſon of this profet- 
ſion ; bur he muſt ba of life ſober, and in his function 
laborious and diligent, of complexion Flcegmatique, and 
patient,, he muſt be maſter of. his'patſhions ; - tor 4 wiſe 
man knoweth how to conquer and: overcome himſelf: tor 
that Rider that is colerick, raſh, haſty, and ſoon provoked 
ro impatience, can never make a good Horſeman, let him 
love the Art never ſo well ;, neicher (hall he be able to 
make a Horſe ſo perfect as otherwiſe he might have done, 
were he ps onda. conditioned ;bur let him apply his beft 
endeavours, yet that Horſe he maketh, ſhall have defe&s, 
which his inconſiderate harſhneſs hath cauſed. For it 
your young Horſe be rightly organized, and as well na- 
tured, as well merttled, and as correſpondent for markes 
and colours, he ſeldome proves ill in the making, ſuppoſ- 
ing his Rider be maſter ot his Art: but if otherwiſe, | dy 
which means he do fall into imperteCtions vr vices, it is 
not much to be wondered at; for thoſe his evil conditions 


; and faults arc not ſo much to be imputed to the Horſe as 

; tohis teacher : and astquching curſtneſs and correion 

* to be uſed to young Horſes, we have a general rule in 
| G 
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Horſemanſhip, which is, that he # not cryed up for a 
goed Hor ſeman, who wanteth knowledg how to bring his 

# horſe to perfeition by ( weet ans gentle means, rather than 
by correition and ſevere chaſtiſement; yer that correRion 
muſt ſometimes be uſed, no-man but knoweth, to be as 
neceflary as his mear ; nevertheleſs let correion be fo 
confiderately applyecd, as not therein to exceed the li- 
mits and bounds of moderation ; Let it, I ſay, be done 
to amendment, and not to deſtruction or confuſion, and utter 
marrins of him : tor diſcretion in a cale of this nature is a 
moſt p-ecious jewel, and highly to be valued ; and when 
his k1Jer ſhall at any time corre him, let it be done iff 
the very inſtant when he offendeth, and doth juſtly merir 

the ſame; 'and not otherwiſe, for clſe he will not know 
the cauſe why he was chaſtifed, whereby he becometh 
rather confounded than amended : ſo an the other fide, 
when the Horſe doth well let him be cheriſhed and much * 
made of, which will the better encourage him in the ſame 
way of going forward in wel-doing. 

What man- And as touching the Groom, he muſt be a man who 

ſona muſt truly love his Horſe, and ſo ſhape his courſe to- 

Groom wards him, as that the Horſe may love and dote upon 

wp 0* his Keeper, otherwiſe the Horſe may ſoen get ſo many 

_ evil habits, which he will not cabily alter or forget. For 
as Ariſtotle learnedly ſaith, Like as you order hims, ſo ſhall 
you find : For the Horle by narure is the molt loving crea- 
tarc ro man of all other bruit creatures, and none more 
obedicnt, none more intelligible, none more defirons to 
pleaſe ; wherctore if he be ſweetly, mildly, and plauſibly 
dealt with, he will 'be alfo reciprocal : Otherwiſe if his 
Keeper be harſh, furious, cholerick, and palſtonate, the 
Horſe will be pur beſides his patience, tare, and ſee bog- 

gards in his Keepers face, become 'rebellious, fall to - 
ſtriking, biting, and other vices, to the otten endanger- 
ing as well of the life and limbs of his Keeper, as —_ 

& + 
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Rider,and others : For the old Proverb is moſt true, Pats. 
ence once wounded or wronged, is ſoone turned into fury and 
rage. For the Horſe is not ſaid ro be Creatura rationalis, & 
creature endowed with a reaſonable ſoul;bur is, (reatura fim- 
liciter animata, a creature which hath only life and ſenſe, 
as learned Philoſophers do teach : a creature (I ſay) in 
whom is only life, ſenſe, and memory, bur diſcourſe he 
hath not, and therefotc muſt be governed by judgement 
and diſcretion, If therfore your Groom be a man of 4 
looſe, evil, and debauchr lite, or not otherwiſe able ts 
PIR or to maſter his paſſions, he is wholy unfit to 
upply this place, and to take a charge of this nature up- 
on him : yea he muſt be a man of a boundleſs patience, 
he muſt be judicious and diſcreet, by which means he 
may with the greater facility, and leſs difficulty bring his 
Horſe to be of the ſame identity, parity, and eflence 
with himſelf, their loves and hearts truely united ; fo as 
he may at pleaſure mould and faſhion him into what 
form he re He muſt continually toy, dally and 
play with him, and teach him to play the wanton, be 
always talking and ſpeaking pleaſing words acd phraſes 
unto him : He muſt lead him abroad morning and even- 
ing when the Sun ſhineth warm, and then run, ſcope, and 
ſhew him all the delight and contentment he is able ; 
He auuſt duly curry, curb, and dreſs him, wipe, duſt, 
pick, aud cleanſe him, feed, pamper and cheriſh him, 
keep him warm and ſweet, be always fidling and doing 
ſomething about him, be often tampering with his heels 
and legs, often taking vp his feet, rapping him gently 
upon the ſoles, and knocking him ſoftly upon the Cot- 
fins, until his keeper hath raught him to take up any 
foot of himſelf at firſt bidding : His Keeper muſt have 
him always ſo clean of his body, ſetting upon his coat 
fo perfeR a gloſs, as that a man may almoſt ſce his face 
upon it, His feet would be kept ſtopped, and the coffins 
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daily annoynted, his heels tree from ſcratches, and other 
ſuch like ſorances ; and his keeper ought allo to keep ſo 
continual a vigilant cye upon him, and all his ations, 
as well in his tecding and drinking, as otherwiſe, where- 
by no ſymptomes of ſickneſs or infirmity (inward or 
outward) ſhall be able ſo ſoon to ſhew its head, but 
they may be as cafily, and as ſoon cured and amended, 
or elſe prevented : For to «mend a fault in the beginning, 
is far better and more eafie than when it hath been long ac- 
enſtomed : For our old Proverb is, Things are ſooner pre- 
vented than amended. 

But I am loath to wade any further into this ſubject, 
tor this is not that I intended when I began : yet ſtthence 

am thus far imbarqued in it, I will give you a few 
Rules which may be profitable both ro the Maſter and the 
Groom, which it they be well obſerved, you may un- 
doubtedly keep your Horſe long in very good eſtate and 
health. Firſt, theretore before you put your Horſe to 
graſs (I ſpeak now of Horſes which have been ridden and 
exerciſed) ſome*four or five days, or a week before, 
take blood from him according as your diſcretion or the 
Ferrier by his Art ſhall dictate : The next day atter give 
him the drink of Dzapente, mentioned in Zib..2. Chap. 7. 
See. 2. with good Sack, and let him after his drink be 
inured to hardineſs ſome days before his turning forth, 
by taking by degrees his clothes from him, leſt by doing 
things on a ſuddain, he fortune to take more cold, than 
you can eaſily cure : neither would I have you put him 
torth till the midſt of Afay, at the ſooneſt, for till that 
time, graſs will not have bitc enough for him to fill his 
belly, nor the ſeaſon warm cnough, (and Jet the day 
whercir you turn him forth be a warm Sun-ſhine day, 
and about the hour of ten;)for Horſes pampered in warm 
ſtables, and kept cloſe, will be ſubje& to take eold, if a 


difcrcet order and courle be not taken with them. Se- 


condly, 
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condly, let him be taken up from graſs about the feaſt 
of Saint Bartholomew, which is upon the 24. day of 
Auguſt, or ſoon atter,for then the ſeaſon doth begin to let 
fall cold dews, which betideth no good, but nwuch harm 
to your Horſe, and then beginnerh the heart of grals, to 
fayl, ſo as the graſs which then he feedeth upon, breed- 
eth no good nucriment, but groſs flegmarick and cold 
humours, which putrifieth and corrupteth the blood. Let 
your Horſe, I ſay, be taken up abaut the day before men- 
tioncd, but with all the quietneſs that may be for fear of 
heating him, by reaſon his greaſe he gar at graſs is tender, 
ſo as every little motion will difolve the ſame, whereby 
the bloud may be inflamed, and fo the Horſe be bronghr 
into eminent peril, at.lcaſt of ſickneſs, if not of death. 
A day or two after you have him in the ſtable, or ſooner, 
let him be ſhod, and ler blood, and drencht, as before 
is ſhewed you; for this preventeth Yellowes, Stavers, and 
ſuch like diſeaſes,which the Gaul and Spleen occaſioneth, 
which the heart and ſtrength of graſs (through the rank- 
neſs of-the blood) doth ingender in his body ; Then 
purge-and cleanſe him both outwardly and inwardly, like 
as you are taught 4b. 2, Chap. 2. 

Thirdly, ſearch your Horſes mouth, both then and at 
other times often, ter fear of Barbes, Bigs, Bliſters, and 


- Cankersy and ſuch like maladies which are very incident 


to breed in the mouthes of Horſes, which by the colour 
of the ſpots of his Gums, Tongue, and Mouth you may 
perceive, and ſo the better and more eafily both prevent 
and cure all ſuch diſeaſes as are inherent to thoſe parts. 
Fourthly, rub and wafh ſometimes your Horſes mouth 
and tongue with vinegar or Verjuce mingled with 
Bay ſalt, but Vcrjuce 1s the better, and let ſome paſs 


, 4 down his throat, for it is both wholeſome and good. 
| \ Fifthly, obſerve your Horſes Eyes, and Countenance, 
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which if you do find to be heavy, drowfie, and dull, then 
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be you confident all is not well within him : Then take 
blood ſrom him, and give him: the drink of Piapente, or 
Drateſſerozs, and he ſhall do well again. 

Sixthl», obſerve well his Randing, and his going, if 
you do perccive him to falrer with any of his feer, be 
it never ſo little, or elſe which foot ſoever he doth 
favour, let the Groom preſently take up that foot, 
and examine it, it he can, feel any place warmer than 
other, let him now aflure himſelf ſomething is amiſs 
there ; take off the Shooe, and ſearch the foot carefully, 
to ſee whether Gravel, or Nayl be any caule thereot 
but if you do find all well there, ſearch the heel and 


fruſh; if you find not any thing there, ſearch higher for 


ſome (welling that may be in the paſtern-joynt in the 

leg, or back finew ; and when he hath found the fault, 
and cauſe of his complaint, Jet him preſently inform 
the Ferrier, who is to apply his remedies, md by this 

_ he (hall diſcharge his duty as well becometh 
im. 

Seventhly, obſerve alfo if he put forth his foot more 
than uſually he was wont to do; then gflure your ſelf, 
the grict licth cither in the knee or ſhoulder ; it ir be ſo, 

eſently advertiſe the Ferrier, who knoweth what is 

ſ to be done with him. | 

Eighthly,when you are to take your journey with him, 
water him in the houſe, and give him his breakfaſt of 

ood clean Oats, ſweer, and well ſifted ; then bridle 
him and tye him up to the Rack, then curry dreſs, and 
ſaddle him, but draw not the Girts too ſtreight till you 
come to take his back ; then preſently caſt his cloth over 
him, leſt he rake cold, and when you come to take his 
back ; draw his Girts ſtreight, and ſo on Gods name 


begin your journey, but for a mile, two, or more, go . 


fair and ſoftly, for if you heat him too ſoon, he will not 


digeſt his meat, but crugities will ariſe in his ſtomack, *

which you ſhall perceive by his ſcowring and purging, 
as he travelleth, whereby you may either founder him 
in his body, or elſe cauſe a (alentura, burning Fever, 
or ſome other worſe Infirmity to ſeize ; and as you do 
travel him, when you are come ſome four or five miles 
frem home, alight trom him and walk him, ſometimes 
tanding ſtill to Foe it you may provoke him to ſtale, for 
it is very wholeſome and good, which you may alſo do 
well to attempt when you diſmount and walk him down 
any hill ; and ſome three miles before you come ro your 
journies end, ride him into ſome River or other water- 
ing place, unto his belly, bur no deeper in any wile, 
and then let him drink, yet not ſo much at the firlt as he 
defireth, but by degrees, firſt raking up his head to cauſe 
him to waſh his mouth, whereby to free it from filth 
and fome ; then Jet him drink half his draught, and laſtly 
ſo much as in reaſon he will : then obſerve upon whar 
pace you brought him to the water, with the ſame pace 
(and neither ſottlier nor faſtcr) ride him a mile or better, 
by which time he will have warmed the water in his 
belly, without taking cold or harme. This watering 
him thus will very much retreſh him, canſe him to for- 
- pet his weariſomeneſs, and when he ſhall come to ear, 
it will be with very good appetite, which otherwiſe he 
would not have done. A mule at leaft before you come 
to your journeys end, {lack your pace, and begin to goe 
more ſoftly, to the end he may not be too hot when he 
ſhall be ſet up, have him without delay into the Stable 
warme, well littered up to the belly; but rake heed you 
ſuffer him not to be either walked 3 or waſhed, for theſe 
two things are very pernicious, and moſt dangerous for 
him, and the cauſe of more ſickneſs, ſorances, and death 
tw Horſes, than of all ether things beſides. So ſoon' as 
2 you have brought him into the Stable, the firſt thing 
- you do, of with your coat, and tye him up to the empty 
| F Rack ; 
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Rack : then litter him up to the belly, ungird him,take 
of. his Saddle, rub his back with ſpeed, and put his 
Cloth upon him. and upon that his Saddle again, and 
gird him with his-Surfingle, then make clean his ſtir- 
r0ps, ſtirrop-leathers and Girts, and rub him down 
both Legs, Belly, Body, Breal(t, Head, Face, and Neck, 
and ſo ſtufte him up with clean dry ſtraw, and let him 
Rand ſo upon the Bir an hour, evermore looking: upon 
him, leſt he ſweat anew ; which it you ſhall perceive, 
then: to allay it, take away ſome of the ſtraw wherewith 
he is ſtuffed, and he will cool again; if you finde him 
in good temper, unbridle him, and wath his mouth 
with water and ſalt, and walh alſo his Bit, and fo bridle 
him up again, and give him ſome good Hay. in his Rack 
to champ upon, for halte an-hours ſpace. After tome 


ro him again, and then unbridle him, put on his Col- - 


lar-halter, and fo give him freſh Hay. to cat , Then rub 
him all over, and ſo let him ſtand till you have ſupped ; 
then come to him, . and give him etthet a ſweet maſh or 
white water, which when he hath- drunk, let him cat 
Hay for halfe an hour after, and then give-him his, Pro- 
vender, but by degrees, not too much together, tor fear 
of cloying him, which ſo ſoon as he hath diſpatched, un- 
ſaddle him, and rub his body all over, cloath him up 
warm , and whiſp him up round with ſma!l whiſps : 
Which done, rub his legs dry, pick, and ſtop his fcer, and 
annoynt the Cofhins, and Cronets of his hoots, giving him 
Hay tor all night : and laitly ſhake up his litter about and 
under him, that ſo he may lie ſoft, and warm : and thus 
doing, leave him to his ref}, 

The next mornivg, come to him carly, and firſt ob- 


| ſerve whether or not he hath layn down ; then look upon 


his, Ordure, whether it be laxative or coſtive, or it he 
have avoyded any greaf, which if he hath, give him with 
his Oats a handful or two of Hemp-ſeed, and ſo order 
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him as you are accuſtomed, or otherwiſe, as you in dif. 
cretion do find to be moſt requifite, Many other rudi- 
ments there are to be given, which, for that they are fo 
commonly known to every Groom, are impertinent tv 
rehearſe : Only in a word for a cloſe, I ſay, that a g ood 
Groom ought to be a man of good life, and ſober -de- 
meanour, no Tipler, no haunter of Ale-houſes, or Ta- 
verns, (like as too too many are) nv Iyer abroad trom 
his Horſe in the night, nor long from him in the day, 
and an carly riſer;the Stable muſt be his Compring houſl . 
he muſt not be fo intimate with any as with his Horſe; 
have entercourſe with none ſo much as with him : Fc 
muſt be his principal affociate, and make him of his 
Cabbinet-Councel : his Horſe muſt be his only des, the 
only Miſtreſs whom he muſt court, and ſerve : and fo 
ſoon as he doth ſuſpe& bur any the leaſt inconvenience 
in him, let him inſtantly impart it to the Ferrier, and 
look what the Ferrier doth give in direftions, let his 
Keeper diligently obſerve and execute accordingly ; for 
it is an argument of a proud and prepoſterous condition 
in a Groom, to {ſwarve from the inſtructions which the 
Ferrier ſhall at any time give. Ninthly, as the Groom 
muſt have a ſpecial care he do not pine, or under-mear 
his Horſe:in his diet, ſo be muſt be as cautelous he do nor 
cloy him, by laying before him too much Provender at 
once : bur his way muſt be to give him little at once, and 
often; he muſt eat up all before he give him any more ; 
yea he muſt eat it with good appetite, otherwiſe he may 
marr his appetite utterly, and bring him to loath' his 
Provender ; and look what Hay and Provender he 
doth at any time give him, let it be ſweet, well duſt- 
ed and throughly purged from Feathers, Hens-dung , 
Cats-dung, ſtones, gravel, and ſuch like filth, which, arc 
things hurttul and troubleſom to his ſtomack and feeding, 
for they will cauſe him to refuſe and forſake his mear, 
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unleſs pure _ ſhall conſtrain him thereunts ; for 


ſuch kind of naſty meat and food will engender in him 
noyſome and noxious infirmities, 

Tenthly,as rouchirg the furniture and Capariſon which 
the Horſe is to wear, the Groom mult be caretul to keep 
them clean, bright, and handſome ; the Saddles, after 
ſweating and travel, well ayred in the Sun and Wind, and 
after beaten and duſted, the ſtirrups wiped clean, with 
the ſtrops and other ſuch like leathers thereto belongin 
and appertaining, and ſo put up ſafe and handſomely Sik 
their caſes and coverings upon them to preſerve them 
from duſt : The foot cloaths (if he have any under his 
charge) cleanſed, bruſhed, and neatly tolded up ; the Bits 
taken from the Head-ftals, and clean waſhed, dryed be. 
fore the fire, and wrapped up in an oyly cloth to kee 
them from Ruſt and Canker, and the Bofles carefully alſo 
made clean, together with their Bits, and fo laid up in 
the Preſs or Cheſt made for ſuch like purpoſe. The Head- 
ſtals and Reins,Croopers,and other accoutrements would 
likewiſe be wiped, made very clean, and hanged up in 
the Preſs in their proper places : The Girts, Surſingles, 
Stirrup-leathcrs, and ſuch like neceſlaries, would be dili- 
gently viewed and examined, cleanſed, and made clean; 
and it any thing be amiſs or broken, let it be mended in- 
continently, leſt they ſhould be to do when they were to 
be uſed : In conclufion, nothing ſhould be out of order 
at any time, but every thing (as well Stable as Saddle- 
houſe) kept clean, neat, and ſweet; which will: purchaſe 
unto the Groom no ſmall rcſpe& with his Lord or 
Maſter, and much more reputation and applauſe of fo 
many as ſhall be an cyewitneſs therof, |

For you cannot ſo much as touch any of theſe three ; bur 
you do either kill the Creature outright, or elſe deſpc- 
rarely endanger him. Now ſuppoſing the Stones may for- 
rune 'to-recerve hurt or damage, yet if I be in deſpair of

or ſcalding the ſame : from whence it muſt neceſſarily 
enſue, that the /zver being the fountain of all the blood 
muſt of neceſlity have great and abundance of pure blood, 
wherewith to R_— and maintain the ſtruure of the 
whole body ; and the vital ſpirit of any creature is none 
other thing than a corporeal fume or vapour, (to ſpeak 
properly) very pure and ſubtile ; begun in the heart by 
the operation of the natural] heat, ſpread by: the arte- 
ries and veins, to refreſh and comfort the whole body : 
which agitative or ſub:ile ſpirit proceeding from the hears 
and vital ſpirits, being a continual motion, by reaſon 
that motton and agitation is the true life fl which 
continually remaineth in all _ creatures, But the 


heart, which may bc truely and rightly ſtiled the fountain 


of life ar;d heat, nature hath aſſigned it its r place

med; then pull away by the roots all the ſmelling hairs 
about and under his mouth and noſe, and the long fub- 
born hairs ander and about his Eys ; which done,cut away

Hippiatrus. Tow have ſpoken well Hippoſerns,but 1 wonld 
hive you ſhew me, how long life is acquired by theſe cauſes, 
which as yet you have not done, for you! have but only deli- 
wered themin general heads and *erms :' wherefore I would 
gladly know what you can ſay of them in particular. 

Hippoſerms, I will Sir, theſe twelve cauſes of -long life 
do come to a Horlſe,either inwardly or outwardly, which 
howſocver they mult be holpen eicher by Art, by Indu- 
ſtry, or elſe by judgment and diſcretion.

Yes may he Sir,, and that very much ; in- 
ſomuch as I would adviſe all careful Ferriers who have 
a de{ire to attain reputation by their Art, thax before they. 
do adminiſter any inward medicine, whether purgatians, 
or Cordials ; rhat they be careful firſt (it poſhble) to ſee 
his Ordnre : for I do find for the moſt part the Ordare 2 

correl- 
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correſpondent to the food the Horſe eateth, eſpecially 
for the colour ; for if he run at graſs, or be ſoyled in 
the Stable, then will his d#zg be evermore green, how- 
bei of a more bright, and ſometimes again of a more 
datk colour, and ir will be rather ſoluble than hard ; bur 
the indifferent colour,” and freer from hardneſs is ever 
beſt, and doth make appearance of the more ſanity and 
health of the: beaff, as alſo thar he is thereby the leſs ſub- 
je& to coſtiveneſs, and therefore in better ſtate of body. 
But if his Ordute be very bright and laxative, it is an in- 
fallible fign that he hath eaten ſome thing thar is againſt

like,- whereby the Horſe 15 in danger to become mor- 
founded, to have the Yellows, or ſaundife, or a Feavcr, 
which will otherwiſe hardly appear in him iy its cffes 
untill his coming into the Stable, at whar time duc or- 
der traſt be taken for ſpeedy prevention. But if.your 
Horſe do feed upon Straw, then will the colour of his 
dung be yellow and ſomewhat hard, long, and well com- 
pact,all which be tokens of a healthy and ſound body ; bur 
if ir be reddiſh, and exceeding dry, it is a ſign of enſuin 

fickneſs, by means of a great drought in the body, arid (0 
alſo if it be thin; but if it be blackiſh, and doth not 
ſmell ſtrong, then is it a ſign that the Horſe is in danger 
of death, But if your Horſe dotecd upon Hay and Oares, 
and-tharhe be ſound in body, then will his excrexrtnts be 


browne, 
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| brown, yellow,. moiſt, and' well compact, bur if- the 


browneſs be converted into reddithneſs, you may be 
then well aſſurcd that. he hath ſome diſtemperature in 
his body; but when it converteth-into blackneſs,then if pre- | 
yention be not ſpeedily had, death enſueth;; and as touch. | 
ing the. ſmell, thar fallech oux according; to. the. quan» © 
tity of the provender you give him, for the more Pro- 
vender, thc {tronger will be the ſmell of his Ordare, and ; 
Peaſe and Beans will cauſe his Ordure to ſmell ſtronger 
than Oats, and Bread more-rhan any Grain or Pulle, 
and the more Bread and Provender you give him, the 
more perfc&- and ſound ſhall you keep him in his boay, 
But if his do be brown and ſlimy, and ſhine withal, 
then be you aflured he hath much greace which lieth in 
his body, which Phyfick muſt fetch away from him, 
for then alſo is his b/cod putritied, corrupted, or infla- 
med, . But if you do finde by his Excrements that he 
voideth andiocſted ſtuff, which you may know by the 
whole corns of Oats, Wheat, and other Grain he ſend- 
cth forth in his dwxg, then perſ{wade your ſe]*, that your 
Horſe hath lately taken a formal ſurfcir, which may. right 
cafily bring him to his end, if a diſcreet courſe-be. not 
ſpeedily taken : In a word, it his dwg be black, and hath 
Itttle or no ſmell, then make you no queſtion bur that 
Fe is in danger of death, which will tull-ſoon after fol- 
low if the greater care tc not taken to hinder and prevent 

the ſame, ; 

Hippophilus, Have you made the like obſervations of the 
Urine ox Water of the Horle ? 

Hippoſerus. Yes indeed have I, whereby I have not a 
little profited my ſelf, and a:tained unto great experi- 
ence, inſomuch as I dare boldly aver, that that Ferrier ' 
ſhall nevcr come to be an expert Artiſt, who ſhall not 
be very well verſed therein, nor be able to adminiſter 


tis Medicines aright, who ſhall not be very obſeryant of 


the 
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the Horſes urine: For if he ſhall find his water to be 
either pale, whitiſh, or yellow, not much unlike to the 
colour of Whey, or fat Amber, or if it be not very clear, 
bur ſmclleth ſomewhat ſtrong ; let the Ferrier then be 
confident the Horſe is not ſick, but ſound and healthy, and 
in perfe&t ſtate ot body ; bur if his Urize be extream clear 
and white, and of the colour of Rock-water, and with- 
al ſlimy, then hath he a taint in his Kidzies, Reins, and 
Back, or clſe he enclineth to the Stone, or elſe he hath 
ſome ſtoppage in the Xidnies. Bur if his Water be high 
coloured, like to the colour of ſtrong Beer, then is it a 
roken the blood of the Horſe is enflamed, and that he is 
ſubje& to a Feever, or to ſome ſtrong Surfeit z bur if ir 
be red, and of the colour almoſt of blood, then is the 
blaad more enflamed, which came of over hard Riding, 
which may prove very dangerous to his life. But if 1t 
be of a pale greeniſh colour, thick, and viſcous, then 
certainly his Fack is grown weak, and he is in danger of 
| [a Conſumption of his Seed, But if it be high coloured and 
'ncbuled or mixed with ſmall Clouds,with a kind of black- 
? neſs therein, then this doth demonſtrate enſuing fickneſs 
and death, if it be not carefully prevented. Bur if the 


Nebuloſity be diſperſed into ſeveral parts, and not com- | 
' bined as it were into one Meſs or Beay; this then argueth, 


* that the malice of the diſeaſe beginneth to depart, where- 

by the Ferrier may have great hope of the health of the 

Horſe : And thus farr I have by diligent obſervation found 

to be molt certain, whereby I have brought many a de- 

ſperate Malady to its wiſhed Cure, which otherwiſe I 
could not ſo cafily have effected.

" Hippoſerus, It provoketh a good. appetite to meat, and 
cauſeth good digeſtion ; it taketh away .all annoiances 
which do cither clog or otherwiſe trouble the femach ; 
ir cooleth' the inward heat in thic body ; it helpeth all 
Apues and Feayers;; itis moſt excellent againſt Surteits, 
it is an jutaJlible remedy for the Quialie or, Squinapcy in 
the throat coming of cold taken ; and very good againſt 
the Tranchaiſons or gripings in the belly or guts, procced-

Hippophilus. How do you make this confection? .

Hippophilus. hy do you rather chuſe London Trea- 
cle before Venice Treacle, Treacle of Genoa, or onr com- 
won Treacle ? 

Hippoſerus. This London Treacle I do (ele for all me- 
dicines for Horſes, rather than any other Treacle what- 
ſocver, by reaſon it worketh the beſt with them of any 
other, for that Yenice Treacle, and that of Genea, are 
too hot; and your common Treacle 1s nothing at all 
worth, it being made only of the droſs and excrements 
of Molaſſes, which is none other thing than the droſs 
of the refining of Sugar: for I have made trial of them 
all; bur this Zoxden Treacle I do find to be moſt agree- 
able to the nature of Horſes : Wherefore both my felf 
and my maſter do uſe none other, unleſs in ſome parti- 
cular - cauſes, wherein we adminiſter ſometimes the 
Treacle of Yemice. 

Hippophilus. what mean you by your white water ? . 

Hippoſerus, White water is none other thing than water 
made hot in a clean Kettle, and when it is hot enough, 
I uſe to pur into it a quantity of #heat-brew, and ſome- 
times Barly-meel, which I commonly preſcribe to ſick 
Horſes in Phyſick, inſtead of Maſbes, for that when Meſbes

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are either not to be had, or that they are not neceſlary 
for my purpoſe (as in ſome caſes they be not) or to pre- 
vent giving of cold water ; I make nſe of this white water, 
which mult evermore be given blood warm, according

Hippophilus. But wow let us return 0 this confettion yeu 
call your Arman : what other Virtues hath it more than what 
you have already delivered ? 

Hippoſerws. Truly Sir, I have ſhewed you beforc in 
a manner all its Virtues; and torccire them again, I ſay, 
it is moſt ſovercign for Horſcs that have taken a cold, or 
have Inflammations or Puſtils, under their Chaul, or 


trereby are troubled with the Quinſic, or Squinanſic :. 


Theſe maladies this confettion will help, it it be given 
good and thick with a horn ; for having the Quinte in 
the throat, if in giving this Arman, it provoketh him not

Hippophilus. From what grounds hath this head-ach 
its ſource or Organ ? 

Hippoſerus. The grounds and cauſes are many vir : 
ſome being inward, and ſome outward, as by means of 
ſome cholerick humour which may be predominant,. by 
which means it doth oft-times breed in- the panicles or 
elſe of ſome hear taken through "violent labour, and 
ſometimes by ſome blow given him in the Poxl or other 
place of the bead ; and ſome do hold it cometh of ſome 
evil ſavour, which I alſo do allow of; ſometimes ir 
cometh of Craudities and raw digeſtions from the Ste- 
mach, by reaſon there is ſo great a ſympathy betwixr 
the Stomach and the Brain, whereby they do continually 
parcicipate as well of their good difpotitions in health, 
as of their damages in the leaft of their infirmities' and 
ſuferings. 

Hippophilas., But many there be who do hold ſiffly 
that a Horſe hath no Brains at all, but only a. kind of 
windy liquid ſubſtance, not unlike unto a kind of jelly. 

Hippsſerus, That opiniam is moſt erronious, for a Horſe 
hath 2 moſt perfe&t braix, like as hath any other living

Creature, albeit indeed not info great a proportion as — 


other Animals have. For natural reaſon doth diate that 
it a Horſe had not his brain, it were impoſſible for him 
to have ſemblable diſcaſes in the head which both Mar 
and all other living things have, who are (I ſay) likewiſe

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ſubje& to ſuch Maladiesz which could net proceed 
from any other cauſes but only from thoſe before pre- 
miſed. Neither were it poſſible for a Horſe to endure ſo 
great labour and toil, or to undergo, ſo great and ſo ma- 
ny ways, ſuch extream vielences as daily he doth, if 
nature hath not endowed him with his organical parts 
correſpondent to his ſtrength, ablcncſs, wn activity of 
body : neither could he have any memory at all, bur ap- 
pear a Lump of fleſh and beyes without motion, But not 
to verberate the Air ; I affirm that a Horſe hath his brains 
in as compleat meaſure, albeit (as I have but now touch- 
ed) not in ſo great a quantity as other Beaſts have, bur 
in as ample, ſolid, and ſufficient manner, as any other 
living Creeture; together with the s#i, which Artiſts do 
call Panickles, which deth adhcre to the bexes conduted 
by rhe Cells or condutts by which the Yjtal Spirits do give 
ſome feeling, ſenſe, and motion to the body, from whence 
proceed, the cauſes of diſcafcs and ficknels. And for 
your better ſatisfaQtion it you pleaſe I may be preſent 
when at any time your Huxtſmay is to cut.up a Horſe for 
your hounds, I will let you ſce moſt plainly both the Brain 
and the Paricles, 

Hippophilus. How ſball a man come to know when 4 
Horſe hath any pain ix his Head ? 

Hippoſerus. The ſymptoms are moſt evident, if you cyec 
him well : for his eyes will ſwell and become watry, and 
oft-rimes Matterative ; he will hang down his head, as if |

Ir killeth all forts of 
Worms within the Beay of the Horſe: it allo helpeth 
the Diſeaſes of the Zungs, and inward parts, and it is 
generally good for any inward caule ; and an excellent 
ocal plaiſter to be applyed outwardly. Ir 1s the Spa- 
ziards principal. Phyfick tor their Fenners and Barberzes. 
I have made trial thereof ſundry times, and I do find it 
to be moſt uſetul in all cold cauſes; and truly it is moſt 
cordial, for it doth bring a lean and poor Horſe unto fleſh 

and good ſtate in a little time *,*. 

A ſecond Receipt I alſo have, which curcth all inward 
yoo Diſeaſes, which I had of a Rural Smith, who was cried 
plaim, "up for a famous Ferrier all the Countrey about : So I, 

having heard ſo great a report of his skill, addrefled my 
ſelf unto him, and when 1 had conferred with him, put- | 
ting him hard to it in the matter of his Art ; be at laſt 
ingenuouſly confeſſed unto me that he had but this one 
only drink, which gat him all his knowledge and Cre- 
dit, which with _ preflure I wreſted from him, wo > 
condl » 
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condition that I ſhould never make him known, where- 
in I have preciſely kept my'word. And the Cure and 
Drink is this : Yiz. Take Wheat Meal fix pound, or as 
much as will bring the Ingredients into a (tiff Paſt, An- 
niſceds two ounces, Comin two ounces, wild or ba- 
lard Saffron one dram and half, white Wine four 
Pints, Fenugreek one ounce and two drams : Brim- 
ſtone one ounce and half, good Sallet Oil one pint and 
two ounces, Engliſh Hony one pound and halt : pow- 
der and ſcarce what is to be powdred and ſearced, then 
compound them together, and make it into one body 
into a ſtiff paſt, and ſo keep it in a clean Gally-pot 
cloſe covered for your uſe. And when you have oc- 
caſion to uſe it, make a Pill or Ball thereof, of the big- 
neſs of a mans fiſt , and ſo lave and diflolve it into two 
Gallons of fair water, till it be all molten into the water: 
Let your Horſe drink hereof ſo long as you pleaſe. both 
morning and evening, and let him have none other water 
to drink; to the end he may be the better compelled to

Ot this Cataplaſm I have made often uſe, and I do find 
it to be a ſovercign Receipt for many infirmities ; it alſo 
preventeth much :nward ſickneſs ; it raiſerh and battleth 
a Horſe much better than cither Graſs or Provender ; and 
it giveth him Lite, Spirit, and Stomach, and kceperh 
him in perfe& health, 

Our ordinary Countrey Smiths have yet another 
Drink, wich they adminittcr upon all inward cauſes ; 
and truly it doth oft-times hit right, eſpecially in cold 
cauſes; viz, | 

Take Fenewgreek, Turmerick, Grains, Anniſceds, 
Licoris, Long-Pepper, Comin, of cach half an ounce, 
and of Satiron one dram ; and of Herbs, take Celen- 
dinc, Rue, Pclamontine, Hyſop, Thyme and Roſemary,

This Diſeaſe is apparent to the eze by a (welling, which 
will ariſe in the middle of the breeft, juſt againſt the 
heert, from whence it taketh its name, which if it be- 
not ſoon prevented, will aſcend to the throat, and then 
it is certain death, . It cometh likewiſe by Surfeits taken 
by heats and colds, ſometimes allo by Feavers, which 
are malignant , and ſometimes again- by feeding upon. 
unwholeſome meats, The figns to. know. this Diſeaſe 
before the ſwelling do appear are theſe, he will be ſick 
and groan many. times when he is layed, he will ha 
down his head, and forſake his meats and then if he 
ſhould defire to cat, what meat he loverh beſt, whe- 
ther Hay, Graſs, Provender, or Bread, lay it upon the

bark of an Oak to the body, and it is upon the inſide 
of the howgh under the jgynt near to the great weiv, of 
which I ſpake of before in the Cure of the blood-Spaven, 
by which means the Horſe that hath ſuch a Spawen can 
not chuſe but haulrt, This bone-Spaven cometh two ways; 
the firſt through hard riding, or other kind of intem- 
perate labour, whereb P bled diflolving, falleth 
down and maketh its reſidence in the hough, which doth 
in ſhort time. become dry and hard as any bone, from 

bits denomination. Second- 

ly, the Horſe may have this malady by inheritance or 

kind either from the Sire or Dam, as I have before

done, heal up the wound with your Green Ointment 
reſcribed you in /ib.

o apply to the Sorance after the aforeſaid Corroſives, a 
Plaſter of firong eAfgiptiacum. till it hath fretted off 
the fleſh upon the Cruſt ſo bare as pofhibly may be, 
and ſo you may the better attempt rhe taking away of 
the ſaid Cruſt, ot by rubbing it with a Rowling pin, or 
a Haſel ſtick anointed with Petroleum till the Cruſt be 
converted into a matrative ſubſtance, or other thinner 
kind of corruption, which may very cafily be' drawn 
away.

not 4lictle profited and pleaſured me) to be very caute- 
laps how you draw þ/a9d from. weak and enfcebled Eyes, 
as Blood-ſhotten, and! Rhumatique eyes, miſt be ; (unleſs 
iti caſes of extream neceſſity) for by ſo doing, I have 
known Horſes in like caſes which befote they had blood 
taken from them were able to ſee a little, bnt after b/ood 
Rifiog fliey have become fo blind as a Beexle , nor were 
they ever able (no Arr wanting) to ſee more : ſo as they 
after ' became very notable ſtrong, and able MU horſes. 
Firft therefore IT aver, that inſtead of opening a Yein, 
I counſel you to lay unto the Temple veins a Charge, 
whereby to ſtay and hinder that flux of noxious huwours 
which were the caafe of this Malady ; and let this 
Charge be made thus. Take Pitch, Rofin, Maſtick, - of 
each like much; melt all cheſe together, and either 
apply it upon a plaſter made of Leather cut round,

You muſt firft: underſtand Sir, the true 
nature of this gricfe, as alſo how he came by it, where- 
by yqu may the more cafily know how to cure the 
ſame ; for that there be Candy ways and means where- 
by a florſe may come to be breachleſs and ſhort of wind, 
and every one of them may be a ſeveral diſeale,, and 
ſo require a diſtin&t remedy. But it you mean a ſhort- 
nels 'of wind only, then know: that many. Horſes are 
naturally 'thick winded, as being cock-thropled, narrow 
Chawled, &c. Allo :thortneſs of wind may come unto 
him accidenially, as when being fat and over-laden with 
fleſh,. or. by being too rank ot booed, or by roo much 
glut. and- foulneſs in the body, then. is. he. ſubje& to 
thortneſs of breath and purſivencſs,. ſo as upon any 
motion or exerciſe he will {weat, pant, blow, and heave 
at the flanks : and this cometh vpon-him by immode- 
rate riding, eativg, drinking,. and reſt. And ſuch like 
exerciſe cauſeth the panch of the Horſe (if he. be pur 
to any. ſudden motion or excrciſc) to be.ſo hard and 
ſtrutted out, as that he. muſt ſo ſtrain his lwngs, (the bel- 
lows of the body) as to cauſe a diſlocation in them, by 
means whercot. they-canuot cxecute their office or fun- 
ion as they ought ; and if care and remedy be not ſpee- 
dily had, .he will in ſhort time be paſt all recovery ; and 
then be; is brought. to that diſeaſe which the vulgar do 
call broken -winded : wheretore,to prevent it, .adminiſter 
- unto him. this enſuing-Cure,

All theſe three ſorts do- ingender 
in the Fody of the Horſe, by means of evil, raw, and 
flegmatique meats, which have turned to bad digeſti. 
on, whereby putrified matter hath bred in the »waw, 
and from thence theſe three ſorts of cvil creatures have 
engendred. You may very calily know when , your 
Horſe is troubled wich them ; for he will ſweat, with 
pain, ſtamp with his fore-feer, and ſtrike at his belh 
with his hinder-feet; he will allo turne his head to- 
wards his belly to look upon it, and forſake his meat, 
he will alſo groan, tumble, and wallow ; he will alfo 
rub his tail, as.if it were troubled with the itch, Now 
how to kill theſe Worms is very difficile, for fear of 
endangering the lite of your Horſe z only medicines 
muſt be given which muſt cauſe them to difta{t tle 
maw, and-to feed upon ſuch drinks being ſweer, where- 
by he may void them with his awng. I will here give 
you many Receipts, ſome of which I have very much 
experimented ; and the firſt is this, 972, Take

Take Rie bran, or for default 
thereof, Wheat bran, Oxen or Cows dung, of theſe fo 
much as will ſuffice, then take Sheeps Suer, and Hogs 
greaſe tried, Tarr and Corpo of each half, a pound, 
mince the Shceps Sue very ſmall, and melr it on-the 
fire, then put to your Hogs preaſe, and when theſe be 
molten, put in your Ox or Cow dung, ftirring them 
well together, Gen by degrees put in your Bran, conti- 
nually ſtirring them, and laſtly your Tarr, and Turpen- 
tinez and when you have kneaded. all theſe fo well to- 
gether, as that they are become one body, and like to 
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paſte : take them from the fire, and ſo keep them for 
your uſe, and being only warm, 4 his Soles therewith,

unto him Parges; but Cordials, as Dlapente, Diat(ſſaron, 
Dake powder, Cordial powder and ſuch like reſtoratives,

Ell now that we have made an end of 
thu Chapter, let us proceed to another: 
Tell me 1 pray- you,how may a Dange- 
rous Sickneſs come to 4 Horſe ? 

Hippoſerus. Sir, that which you call Dangerom Sickneſs, 
is of divers natures, proceeding from ſundry cauſes, ha- 
ving every one its diſtin ſymptoms,and therefore do re- 
quire ſeveral remedies ; wherefore that you may the bet- 
ter know how and when any ſickneſs cometh, obſerve I 
pray bur theſe four principles following, and you ſhall ne- 
ver erre, viz, | | 

Firſt, that all ſickneſs cometh either by heats in over 
violent exerciſe, as when the Horſe ( wv. g.) hath his 
greaſe molten, the heart overcharged, the wital blood 
forced from the inward parts,and the large Pores and Ori- 

frces of the heart (o obſtruced,and ſtopped, that the ſpirits 

cannot return back to their proper places,ſo as the Organs 
of the body cannot rejoyce,but by this means the body mult 
of neceſlity languiſh, founder, and mortifie, 

Secondly, dangerous ſickneſs cometh alſo by colds, as 
by indiſcreet, or-negligent keeping, as well before as atter 
long and violent exerciſe; and then is'the head perplexed, 
the ezes dulled, and pained, the roots of the forge infla- 
med and ſwelled, the lugs with rhumes tickled and of- 
tended, occafioning ſtrong, and laborious coughing, and 
the Noſtrils often diſtilling and pouring forth filthy and 
corrupt matter, 

Thirdly, dangerous ſickneſs cometh alſo by ſurfcit of 
food, either by cating toomuch, or too little of what is 

good, 
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ood, or alſo of that whichis not wholeſome; ſo as the 
firſt killeth, or at leaft debilitateth the Srowach, oppreſ- 
feth the Heart, and ſendeth up thoſe. evil fumcs into the 
Head, 'by which are ingendred the Stavers, Frenzies, and 
other mortal diſcaſes ; rhe ſecond putrities the blood, and 
converts all its nutriment into corruption, from whence 
procceds the Yellows, Farcin, Feavers, Mainges, and 
other ſuch like peſtilent, leprous and loathſome diſeaſes, 
which ſuffocating the heart, and clogging the Stomach, di- 
lates and ſpreads it (elf univerſally.over the whole body, 
leaving no #exber free,and confoundeth every faculty,and 
member thereof, 

Fourthly and laſtly, dangerous ſickneſs come alſo by 
accident, as when a Horſe { v. g.) recciveth ſome deep or 
gs wound or hurtzcither in his 64y,or cl{ewhere in 
ome vital or dangerous part, by means whereof nature 
is ſo far offended, as that incontinently a general fickneſs 
ſcizeth upon the Horſe, which (not in opportune time 
prevented) death ſuddainly enſueth ; and theſe infirmi- 
ties are called by the more expert Ferriers Accidental Fea» 
vers : fort you be pleaſed to obſerve well, you ſhall hnd 
the Horſe | RL trembling, ſometimes ſweating, 
ſometimes cold, ſometimes burning, bur never in good 
temper. And thus much bricfly of tacſe four points or 
grounds, which be the occafion of moſt demgerome ſick- 
neſſes Accidental. | 

Hippophilus. #hat means hath a man to know the ſigns, 
whereby to diſtinguifh theſe ſeveral fickneſſes the one from 
the other ? 

Hippoſerus, : Very eaſily Sir, for if ſickneſs do proceed 
from the firſt of theſe four principles, to wit, from heats, 
then are the ſigns theſe, wiz. The heavineſs of his coun- 
tevance, ſwellings of his limbs, eſpecially of his hinder 
legs, ſcowring and looſncſsof his body,. in the beggnntng 
ot ſickneſs ſhort, and hot breata, a loathing and:forlaking 


of meat, &'c. It. 
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If from the ſecond, wiz,'cold, then the figs are, a de- 
jected conntenance,dulneſs or {leepinets of the eyes, Pufſtrils 
or hard Knots under the (hanle, yea aud many times in- 
flamed Kernels and ſwellings ſo high as to the very roots 
of the ears, arotten or moift inward hollow cough, he 
many times chewing betwixt his teeth, ſome looſe, filthy, 
and flegmatick matter, immediately atter his coughing, 
which in ſome caſes is not an evil iign, by reaſon that 
thereby the cold rotteth and goeth away ; whereas on the 


contrary ſide for a Horſe to cough clear and dry, doth de- 


menſtrate a dry cough, which hath long time Jurked in 
his body, ſorely feſtring and tormeuting him inwardly, 
which ts very difficile ro cure, bur ac length diſcovers it 
ſclfe by reaſon of the creatures languifhing and general fal- 
ling away of his fleſb; for his belly will be ſhrunk up, and 
when he drinketh much of the ſame, water will nlue torth 
of his xoſe, his eyes will be cicher watry, or matrative, 
and run continually through pain which he hath in his 
head, procured by means ot his cold, and his hair will be 
rough and ſtaring, &c. 

+ From the third, re wit, from ſurfet by meat, cither 
natural or unnatural ; the ſigns be theſe, a dulneſs ot the 
head, eyes, and conntenance, yea and that in fuch a violent 
manner, fo as the Herſe will -be hardly able to lift up his

and hot, his toxgue will be ſubje& to be inflamed /and 
furred.; 4» fixe,he will have a loathing and averſion from 
meat: but only that he mylt car, ad agreat drought 
and thirſt, and a great longing to drink cold water,-aod 
when- he hath drunk what him} likerh, . yet will he 
_ g revertkeleſs 
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nevertheleſs defire to keep his mouth coptinually in 
the Water. Many other ſigns there be, whereby a man, 
who is any thing ar all skilful and cautelous, nay by 
obſerving difcover when his Hofſe falleth-into any in- 
firmity and fickueſs, as when you do perceive that his 
_ countenance or poſtures do alter from their uſual cuſtoms, 
then be you well aflured, your Horſe doth-alter and 
decay in his health. Alſo you muſt obſerve his feeding, 
and how he. doth: eat, as whether with 'a-good «ppe- 
zite,' or witli a weak Bormach, the firſt being good, the 
ſecond unkindly and unhealrhy, as alſo how he doth 
diſcharge or empry hitaſelf, and how his Urine and the 
colour of. his d#xg or ordwre do alter ; which it his dwg 
ot excrements be" pale; and full of grains, 'then-is it 
good,' but if blackiſh and dusky (according as I have be- 
tote in its due place handled) then be you confident, he 
hath much heart and drinefs in his body, by which means 
probably. enſneth | greax and dangerous fickneſs 2: very 
many. other \igns' of fickneſs there are, as the not calt- 
ing of ſhedding-of his hair, in trs due and proper ſea- 
ſon, bide-bound, coſtivene(s, laxativeneſs,rhe clinging up 
of. his belly ro the flenks, continual diſlike, drowſineſs, 
dulncſs, and heavineſs, when he hath wanted due otder- 
ing' and fceding, &c; All which ſyniproms are: ſo well 
known to every 'man, as that they need not be handled 
further in this place.

(it he be able) in the warm Sun, or if there be not 
Sun-ſhine, then in ſome warm Stable; or Barn, then 
ſer him up warm cloathed, and littered, and let 
him be rubbed all over, as Head, Pole, Neck, gnd 
Leggs, and eſpecially rwixt the Ears, for that greatly 
caſo the pain in the Head, by reaſon it diſſolverh and 
diſperfleth the hamonrs; at noon unbridle him, and of« 
fer him a little ſweet Hay ſprinkled. with water, "which 
it he ſhall refuſe ro-cat, (as 'tis likely he-willl) then 
offer him ſo much bread as the quantity of a penny 
loaf, and let him eat it all if he will ; - but 1f. he do 
refuſe to cat thereof alſo, then give him one gallon of 
the, ſtrongeſt Ale-wort you can get of the firſt runnings 
fo ſoon as it is Maſhed, but let it not be over hot, and 
before barm be pur unto it, give him this I ſay blood- 
warm ; bur if that cannot be gotten, then provide him 
in a readineſs againſt the ſame hour, a * hs Maſh, 
which when he hath taken, fume his head with Oli- 
banum, Storax, and Benjamin, and then let him be rub- 
bed again as before, and fee him warm kept as is 
uſual for ſick Horſes 'in Phyfick ; and thus do tor three 
days together in all points (&/v9d letting excepted) for 
that muft be once only {unlefs extraordinary cauſe 
do/require the ſame) and aflure your ſelf your Horſe 
will mend daily, and recover his health and ſtrength in 
ſhort time, and at three days cnd give him no more 
Maſhes, but in there ſtead let him have white water 
only : If by means of this fickneſs he hath any 
Pufiils or Inflammations riſen under his chaw/e, then 
clip away the 4a#ir, and apply ſuch things thereunto, as 
may ripen them and bring them to a head ; and after 
break them with Shoomakers wax, er other ſuch like 
good things, and ſo let them run and heal at pleaſure. 


Alſo - 
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Allo if you do find your Horſe to be coſtive by means 
of his ſickneſs, as commonly Horſes will be after Phi- 
ſick, then firſt rake him, and finding his dung to be hot, 
dry, and hard, give him the Suppofitory of a candle, 
ſhewed you in cap. 18. Sett, 27. Swppoſ. 1. of this ſecond 
Book. And this is the beſt Swppoſitory can be given him 
in a cale of this nature. *,*, But it contrariwiſe you 
fiad him to have a ftrong and violent lax, or ſcowring 
npon him, whereby he purgeth over-much, and ſo con- 
tinueth, then be you aflured, that ke hath ſumething in 
his body wherewith nature is offended, which you muſt 
labour to remove,and for remedy thereof, 

Take of new milk one quart, and put to it of Bean 
flower two ſpoonfuls, and as much of the powder of 
Bolearmoniack ſearched , boil theſe until the milk 
thicken, and ſo blood warm give it your Horſe, and

Take of red Wine one pint, or Tinto the like quan-

Heppeſerus. This diſeaſe hath an appa- 
rent ground morc than conjeural; for it never com- 
eth to be known by. any ſymptoms, but only when 
the Horſe falleth into diſlike, and looferh the 'true' and 
perte& colour of his hair and skin, and when he loſeth 
his ſpirit, mettle, frength, cheerfuineſs, and ſtomach: 
and therefore we {ce it cometh principally for want of 
good 
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nouriſhment -and digcſture,: which* paſleth into 

Fo enchots, ir procecding either from the ſpleen, or 
from the ver, or both, the blood being corrupted, 
and converted intp a thin and watry ſubſtance, and 
ſometimes it cometh of over much reſt,. for - want of 
moderate exerciſe, which 1 do judge to-be the more 
robable. Some Ferrieys do affirm that there be three 
kinds of this diſeaſe, but I could never obſcrve more 
chan one only, which hath its origin either of welan- 
choly, blood, water, or wind, but chiefly of water, by 
reaſon that the belly and leggs of a Horſe will (well, 
and that a watry humour runs betwixt the ' shix. and 
the fleſh ; and if you lay your finger hard upon the ſwolh 
places, when you ſhall take it away, there will be in 
the place a pit for a ſmall rime after. The ſigns to 
know it arc, that he will be ſwelled both body and legs, 
he will be alſo ſhort breathed, looſe his femach, have 
in his body a continual drought, but yet when he com- 
cth to dtink, he” will not drink much, bur pudder long 
with his Noſe in the water, he will be as if he had 1 
gencral conſumption over all his body, and in time he 
will pine and fall away to thc = bones, and his flaxks 
and butzocks will be dry, and his h&ir will ſhed and pill 
off with every rubbing, &c. The cure is, 'firſt ler him 
bloed, to take away the cold thin wateriſh or wheyiſh 
blood, that better may come in its place, then cover him

Hippoſerus, Aſſuredly Sir, the diſcaſes of the Liver 
arc many, bur yer the true and certain grounds , how 
ro diſcover them fs beyond every Ferriers $kill to com- 
paſsz nevertheleſs, that there be many, and thoſe {e- 
veral. and diſtin& infirmities in the Ziver , no man 
needs make doubt : for if the Liver be cither ed ha, 
or too dric, too moiſt,or too cold, it may ealily be diſca- 
ſed, which muſt needs occur to the Horſe, cither by 
intemperate riding or labour, or by evil. food, or by 
means of evil and corrupt hemonrs, which dogather to 
the place, or by the overflowing of the Gall, or when Clu- 
ler is predominate, it being chiefly ingendred- through 
heat , like as cold begerteth Flegm , which cauſcth rhe 
ſickneſs and indiſpoBition of the Liver, together with | 
1ts pain and anguiſh, whence proceed inflammarions,and 
Impoſtumations, ſtoppings, obſtruRions, knobs , - yea 
and very pernicious Ulcers, | every of which do cauſe 
the general Conſumption and diſeaſe thereof. It che 
diſcaſe of the Liver do proceed from any hot cauſe, itis 
more 
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more-eafie ro be diſcovered, than. .if it came from any 
cold cauſe, forthar ir doth diſcover is ſelf by theſe ap- 
parent ſigns, viz, He will be lean and fall away of his 
fleſh, he will loath his meat, and that which he eateth 
doth him little or no good, for want of ready digeſtion, 
his ardyre will be very offenſive, his thirſt great, and he 
will be very much ſubje& to a looſneſs : whereas on 
the orher fide, if the diſcafe ariſeth-from any cold cauſe, 
you cannot difcern-itby any of theſe {1gns, for that he 
will be-in very good liking and ſtate of body , ear his 
meat with a gcod appetite , his excrements. will have 
no evil ſavour when he gdiſchargeth himſelf, he will 
drink orderly and temperately, neither will he be looſe 
or coſtive ; wherefore if ir come of any cold cauſe, we 
muſt then endeavour to find out its ſymptoms, Now 
ifa horſe be diſeaſed in his Liver , the infirmity muſt 
(I ſay)proceed from an inflammation and impoſtumation, 
er from an Ulcer, If it come from a cold cauſe, it can- 
not be an inflammation, nor an impoſtumation, for char 
theſe two do both come from a hot cauſe as all the lear- 
ned do know full well, and therefore of necſlity it mnt 
be an Ulcer, which proceedeth from a cold cauſe, and 
the ſigns ro know it are, cominual coldneſs of his body, 
his bay will ſtare, and he will be ſubje& to great fee- 
bleneſs, faivtneſs and debility of body, and the reaſon 
is for that the ulcerated matter doth diffuſe throughout 
the whole body its evil vapours , which corrupteth and 
very much.offendeth the heart in ſuch wife, whereby 
to occafion and haſten the death of the poor beaſt :

15 neirfrergood or wholeforpes! or. viſe Ro is want of 
houſing ſhelter to go into, or ſhady Wicey to be under, 
and ſuch kind of 4gues do prave for the molt part cirher

becometh inflamed, where Be humour of choller is pre. 
dominate.” Now Sir, it. pleaſed to obſerve ſtrict. 
ly and carefully,you ſhall alſo find that Feavers do come 
many times alſo from a quite contrary cauſe; as from 
coldrakenupon hardriding , or great labour , and by 
haviggatſuch timecold water given him to drink, or by 
waſhing or walking , having ſweat much, ot. by being 
out too late inthe criſp or putting in of the evening, or 
upon day breaking , eſpecially near or among Fenny , 
Mooriſh, or -Marifh grounds , by reaſon that naughty 
vapours do'/ariſe from ſuch kind of places. Fegvers allo 
doacctew ro Hofes when upon hard riding and great 
coil, you give. your Horſe cold: water drawn out of 2 
Well , which being much colder then either'Rrver ot 
Pond water, doth more chill the Horſe inwardly,wher- 
by heis much morediltempered, cauſing him to quake, 
and to ſhake exceedingly after hisdrink , which occa- 
fioneth crudities, and an evil habit in the ſtomack, 
which doth beger and ingenders an Ague or Feaver , 
whereforcafter ſweating and great labour , I do adviſc 
youthat whatſoever is given him , be firſt ſct over the 
fire to takeaway the chilneſſe , whereby your Horle 
may take che lefſe damage, for that Feavers taken of 
this nature, do commonly prove peſtiJent Feavers whole 
nature is to infect all his fellows which are in the ſame 
{table or room. with him.,. if he be nor cither ſpecdily 
removed.-from. his conſorts, or ciſe ſuddenly curcd ; 
and the reaſon kcreof js moli evigent tor that. when as 
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a Horſe hath been all the whole day travelled ( cſpe- 
cially in the Wintes ) and brought into the Stable all 
hor and ſweating, when in ſhort time after his 4/oud and 
pores begin'to be fertled,and toretury phiphocart again, 
and to his intrals, then it you give him cold water , you 
may inſtantly perceive him to fall into a formal quiver- 
ing asd ſhaking tor a time, which being once palled 0- 
ver, you ſhall ſec him molt palpably aſlnmea.maſt ex- 
tream and violent burning, and peradvcnture after fals 
into a moſt deſperate ſweating, whereby is moſi calie 10 
be ftonnd in him a general diſtemperature thronghous 
his wholc body, together with a formal and dangerous 
Feaver, whetefore if the Ferrier be not mare: QXPErT ,'1f 
may ſtick cloſer unto him., and. remain longer þybun 
then a buſhel of Oats will do; Bur a Feaver which doth 
procecd either from the corruption of the 4logd; or from 
the contagion of the ayre , ( according; as I have before 
intimated) that 1 ſay1s mottfrequent, albeir tor {fo well 
known to all Ferriers, and 1 amiable raafhirm thus much 
of theſe kind of feavours out of mine own long experience, 
that they arc of that extream violence,and ſo malignant, 
and their poiſon of that infinite force, as that if through 
their own violence they be &r able of rhemſclves to 
bring the creature vilited therewith to his end; yet will 
tt.cſe convert their malice into other mortall maladies 
and diſeaſes, which will in time prove as noxious, to 
wit, into the Yellows, Stavers, Glanders, Dropſie, Con- 
ſumption, Farcin, &c. unto which a.peſtilent Feaver 1s 
evermore the precurſor : inſo muchas if the Ferrier be 
not very $kiltul and cautelous in obſtrying and knowing 
the true ſymptons of theſe kind of diſeaſes, he may ealily

ſtrongly laid on, that ic hath bruiſed the fleth ro the 
bone, whereby it hath putrificd inwardly. ,;and either 


brake forth of it ſelf ,, or was opened by the Ferricr ;; 


and thus it cometh to be a Fiſtula; fomerimes it cometh 
by a wrench, or pinch with a Collar in drawing , or by 
being wrung by the tree of a bad Saddle; and ſome- 
times it gendreth of its own accord by the means of pec- 
cant and bilious humours, which hath long lien lurk- 
ing in the body of the Horſe, The ſignes how to know 
it areſo maniteſt, as that it needcth not an Ecce.

Take Snayles in the ſhels,and break the ſhels ſo much 
az will ſuthce, and rake forth the Snayles, and reſcrve 
tl;cm, then rake Bay ſalt one handful , and of rhe rend- 
relt rops of the angrieſt red Netrtlcs youcan find, twoor 
three good handtuls, bear them with your Snayles and

me how this malady cometh. 

_ . Hyppoſ. That was but forgotten Sir,L will now there- 
fore doe it, A foundring in the feer cometh evermore 
aftcr great and over violent labour , whereby the whole 
bodic 15 become diſtempered, the peccantand malignant 
humours ſtirred , the bloud inflamed , and the greaſc 
molten, which falling down into his feer, there ſerleth, 
and in a ſhort time ater, to wit, 11 24. houres the poor 
creature is hardly able ro ſtand, or if he do, it is atter a 
very teeble manner , holding his fore feet together , fo 
as you may calily with your hand throw him to the 
ground ; beſides he will ſtand trembling, quaking, and 
thaking, as if he had a ſhaking ague,nor would ke ſtand 
at all, unleſs he be enforced, for the ſoles and coffins of 
his fcet will be ſoſorc, his joynts and finews ſo ſtiffe and 
benummed , that. he cannot ſtand but with very much 
anguiſh and paine ; wheretore if he may have his mind, 
he would alwaies be lying, and his whole body will be 
diftempered, and ſo much abound with heat , as rather 
todelire cold water , rather then meat , which it it be 
given him, then will he quake andquiver anew, and be 
in ſuch pangs for the time , as that you would think he 
would aſſuredly dic, - This diſeaſe cometh alſo roa 
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Horſe by being watered when he 15 very fat,and ridden 
till he doe {weat, cauſing him to take ſudden cold there. 
with : alſoafter a great hear raken, to be {er up without 
exerciſe upon the cold Planks , without litter , or to be 


| waſhed, orwalked after great labour : the Horſe bein 


very hot and ketty, (for this infirmity fallerh moſt com- 
monly upon fat Horſes , but very ſe|dome upon lean) 
alſo to water your Horſe in ſhallow places, 'or waters 
where the water aſcends not higher then his paſterns by 
which means throughthe ſudden coldnefle of the water 
at hisfeer,, cauſeth the molten greaſe deſcending unto 
the feer,to cake and congeale,which is the prime ground 
of this malady. And this not onely my felt, bur all the 
moſt perite Ferriers doe with an unanimous aſſent ac. 
knowledge, And therefore I doc admoniſh you and every 
man, whois a Horſes friend, 

Firſt, to be very careful not toexercife his Horſe too 
ſoon atrer his taking up from graſle. 

Secondly, whillt he 1s very fat, thathedo not over. 
travaile, over-labour, orover-toyle him, 

Thirdly, that having travelled hard , and to prevent 
his foundring , let him be more gently ridden and an 
houre before he cometh to his lodging , to the end he 
may be coole, and the more free from danger. 

Fourthly,if one houre before you get to your lodging, 
you ride him into ſome River,or other watring place up 
rothe belly, ( but not deeper) rhen water hun by de- 
Ro lhewine everie draught, ſtirring and removing 

1m a little, ir would not be amifle ; but then ſo ſoon 

as you be come forth of the water, it were' very good 
you did continne him in the ſame pace, going netther 
faſter or {lower , ( likeas I have before inculcated } it 
will be the better alſo , and your Horſe out of danger of 
foundring. { 

Fitthly, forbeare evermore (cſ| -ecially\f your __ 
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be heated ) to water him in any fhallow place, 

Sixtly , belide his being warm ſet up with litter e- 
nough, ler him have ſtore ot rubbing , as well of his legs 
as body, for it is a moſt wholeſome thing , it diffolverh 
molten greaſe verie much,and ir doth diſhpate and ſend 
away bad humours. 

Laſtly , picking and ſtopping of his feet in time of 
journeying, and after, is very good and profitable. And 
thus have I ſhewed by what means this malady cometh 
ro the Horſe, howſoever many other waics there are , 
which I have touched , by reaſon they are ſo vulgarly 
knowne to every man,and therefore your ſelfe cannot be 
ignorant of them,

Hippoſ. This cometh oft times by eating too much 
Provender whilſt the Horſe is yet very hot, ſuddenly gi- 
as him after great labour, whereby his meat not being 
well digeſted, trom whence doth occaſion crudities , 
raw digeſtion , and the evil habir in and about the ſto- 
mack, whereby many ill humours are ingendred,which 
will ſoone be diffuſed throughout the whole body, by 


which means the very il and ſtrength of the Horle' 


becometh to be inuch deqycyd, and in a manner quite 
loſt, enfeebling every joyik and member in ſuch [wile , 
as to loſe almoſt the ule of going ; and being once laid 
not able to riſe again without help; nor can he either 
dung or ſtale, bur with micke] pain. Foundring inthe 
body cometh alſo ſometimes , when by travelling and 
the Horſe very hot , you ſuffer him then to drinke his 
fill of cold water, and aftcr doe not give him excrciſc 
cnough,which might warm the ſame in his belly;where- 
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fore it is moſt certain that the greaſe being molten, and 
the bloud inflamed, the humours being ſtirred and dil. 
ſolved, will preſently reſort to its center, which if rlicy 
once ſettle in the body, ir muſt be in and about the hearr, 
if nor, they then muſt down lower z to wit, either tothe 
leggsor fect, and there rcliding, ingender theſe and ſuch 
like maladics, whereof we have entreated ; wherefore 
by cating and drinking out of its due ſeaſon , begetteth 
an evil habit of the ftomack , ſo as it oftentimes preſent 
cure be not had, the horſe becomerh deſperately ſick , 
which (ickneſſe wi!l mathematically uſher in his death, 
Now the {ignes whereby to know when a Horſe is foun- 
dred in his body be theſc : the hair will ſtare, and he 
w1ll bevery chill , he will ſhiver and ſhake after cold 
water, and whilſt he is indrinking the water ſome of ir 
will ifſue out of his noſe, and after two or three daics 
his legs will ſwell,ceſpecially his hinder legges, and after 
a while they will begin to pill, he will begin ro have a 
dry cough at firſt, but after it will be more moiſt , and 
then his eyes will water , and his noſe runne with white 
flegmaticke ſtufte , and he will forſake his meat, and 
his head will ſo much pain him, as that he will not be 
able ro hold it out of the manger,and ſcem as if he were 
alwates ſleeping, &c, t

Hyppoſ. From the French word Fundu , which 1s 
melting, which word we many times uſe in our Lan- 
guage, and therefore when through, extream royle and 
labour of riding or other exerciſe , the greaſe is difſol- 
ved, andfalsto running , we ſay then that the Horles 
greaſe is molten, and that he is foundred z for whereas 
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the French calleth foundring in the body Morfundv, it is . 


none other thing with us then plain foundring, or a fur. 
fcit givenin the body of a Horſe. As forthe cure, the 
beſt way 1s, and molt agreeable ro Art, to purge him , 
but not in that violent manner, as we ule in cafe of other 
diſcaſes, bur firſt ro rake him, then to adminiſter to him 
this Clitter, - 

Take of Mallowe three handfuls , and boylthem in 
fair watcr two quarts to one quart, then ſtrain itand pur 
to it freſh ſweet Butter 11x ounces , and of Sallet oyle 
haltea pint, and ſo adminiſter it to him Cliſkerwiſe 
bloud warm ; that done, walk him up and down inthe 
warm Sunne, or in ſome warm houlc, until he doe begin 
to empty himlclfe, then keep him faſting three or four 
hours, keeping him warm, and to a ſtomack for three ot 
four days, but let him have bur that one Cliſter onely , 
and let all his Hay be ſprinkled with water , and let his 
drinke be either {ſweet Maſhes or white water, which 
when he hath drunke,give him the Malt or Bran to eate, 
and let his Provender be very little for fourtcene days 
after, eſpecially if his diſeaſe came through glut of 
Provender : Nevertheleſſc the day after his Clilter , 
give him this cordial drink, 

Take of Muskadine one quart , of Sugar two ounces , 
of Life Honcy four ounces, of Cinamon half an ounce , 
Licoris and Anniſceds, of cach one {poonful ; all rhcſc 
made into fine powder, put them into the Muskadine , 
_ and warmthem on the fire till they. be diflolved , and 
thengive it him bloud warm,then walk him in theSunne 
or warm houſe an houre, then ſet him upon the Trench 
warm cloathedand littered , and ſo let him ſtand tlirce 
hours faſting , unleſle ſometimes you pur a little Armen 
into his mouth then give himHay ſprinkled wichwatcr, 
and after an houre a ſweet Math, or white Watcr , and 
thena few Oates well lifted and duſted , and this by 5

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littleat once, remembring to rake bloud from the neck 
veine, the ſame morning you give him this drinke, and 
that a little before he taketh 1t , and prick him alſo in 
the mouth, and the next day atcer this drink , perfume 
his head with Storax, Benjamin, and Frankinſence, and 
ſoorder him according as you in your diſcretion thall 
think to be moſt meer , onely remember to aire him e. 
very day abroad if there be no wind , (for wind is hurt. 
tulco him) and thus doing you may recover him, and 
make him a ſound Horlc again, *,* This is {ingular 
good. Another, 

Firſt give him this Cliſter , take the flowers of Mele. 
lote, Anniſceds and Licoris,Lineſceds,Sillcris Montani, 
of each half anounce , Polipodium of the Oak two our. 
cesand a halfe , Agnus Caſtus one handful, the Hearb 
Mercury, Mallowes, Pellitory of rhe wall , Branca ur. 
{ina of each three handfuls , make a deco&ion off all 
theſe, letting it boile toa quart,then put to it of red Var + 
one ounce and a halfe,of Caiha newly drawn three oun. 
ces, of Diafennicon, two ounces of Benedicta, one ounce 
of Oyle of Nuts, as much as will ſuffice, and of ail thele 
make your Clylter according to Art , which you ſhall 
give to your Horſe ſo ſoone as you do ſuppoſe or {uſpeR 
him rodroope, and after this Clyſter hath done work- 
ing, give him the drink preſcribed in [:4.

(though rarely ) it happeneth upon the out ſide, it 1s 
occaſioned ſometimes by evil ſhooing , by evil paring , 
and fometims by graveling , or a prick with a-nail or 
{tub : neverdinints which way ſoever it cometh it will 
cauſe the Horſe to halt, and watriſh bloud will many 
times iſſue out of the rift or chinke; the ſignes arcnecd- 
leſs to recite, they be ſo manifeſt : the _ way tO CUrc 
this maladie and foranceis, firſt totake off the ſhooe , 
and tocut away ſo muchot the hoot on that {ide where 
the griefe is,as that the ſhooe being immediately fet on 
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agatn, the chink may be wholly uncovered , then opel Falſe 


the chink to the quick with your yr then quarter 


fill up the rift with a rowlof hurds 
this unguent, 

Take Turpentine, Waxec, and Sheeps-ſuer , of cacti 
like much,melr them together, and your rowle of hurds 
being dipped therein, ſtop the rift cherewich, renewing 
it once a day till it be whole, and thus the rift or chink 
being with this ointment cloſed in the top, draw the 
place betwixt the hoofe and the haire with a hot _ 
overch= 
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overtuwart that place , which will cauſe the hoofetg 
grow, and ſhoot all whole dowawards, and when your 
Horſe gocth upright and ſound againe, Jet him not be 
ridden with any other ſhooe until the hoofe be through.

For falſe Quarter, and tocaule the hoof to grow: 

Firſt prepare a flat peice of Wood,making it an inch 
broad ar leaſt, and fo flender as that it will bend like a 
hoope, which muſt be alſo ſo long, as that it may come 
wel-nizh twice abcut the cronert of the hoofe : ti;en 
when you are to bring ir about the hoote have 1n a rea- 
dinefle a piece of filliccing, which mult be long enough, 
which you muſt cut intorwo pieces,then having brought 
re hoop about the cronct with one piece gf the tillirting, 
bind fait the top of the hoop, which faſtning mult be 
behinde againſt the heele , and bound very ſtraight and 
ard, and then rhefilliccing ſo bound mult be rwilted - 
three or tour times, & ſo brought about upon the hoop, 
and the eads made fait upon the hoop : then take the 
other piece of fillicting , and ſew it upon the top of the 
firſt fillicting , which you bound abour the hoote, and 
then let.it be {ewed as weil-upon the one {1\e of the 
hoofe as the other , ſo taſt ſewed on , as that it cannot 
get off, Now you muſt undcrſtand that before you doc 
binde the foot of the Horſe with the woodden hoop and 
fillicting , you mult prepare the ſorance of the ſaid falle 
quarter, by drawing the place with your drawing iron, 
ſo cloſe and neere, till you come almoſt to the very 
quicke, and then will iſſue out a kind of ſweaty or dea- 
wie moiſture, which you ſhall perceive, then 15 1t tume 
tO bind on the hoop and fillitting , according as I have 
before preſcribed you, but yet before you do any thing 
at all untothe foote or falſe quarter, have your ſalve in a 
readinc Ic 
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readinefiewhich is tobe applicd to the chinks of the

Lake of rhe roots of Lingua Bovis , grecn , and newly 
gachexed,ot rhe roots of Conſlolida-Major, ang the roote 
of Mallowes, all newly gathered,of each half a pound, 
theſe, muſt be. waſhed and ſcraped very*clean ,' and cur 
inco {mall pieces ; let theſe roots be boiled in Aligant 
two quarts, untill the Vine be boiled quite away, and 
that the roots become very ſoft, then pound them very 
well, and train them through a fine (carſer, and that ir 
may ſtraine thebcttcr,refcrvea little of the Wine as it 
botleth, wherewith to moiften it in the ſtraining; 

T ake then of Venice Turpentine, of new Wax, and 
of Burgundy Pitch, of each halfea pound,of black Pitch 
tour ounces, of the oldeſt oile Olive one quart , put theſc 
things with the farmer Ingredients into a clean Kettle 
or Poſner, bur yer after the manner, vz, 

Firſt the roots, then all the other things by them= 
ſelves, the one atter the other, the Turpentine onely 
excepied, which mult be put in when all the other in- 
gredicnts bemolten ; you mult ler all theſe boile until 
_ allche Wine be conſumed and the ingredients be veric 
well incorporate, and then put in'the Turpentine, and 

then when it hath boiled one waume or two, take 1t 

from the fire, and keepe it with concinual ſtirring, till tt 

becold, and fo keep it in ſome clean veſſel for your uſe ; 
you mult alſo adde unto thele things ( which I kad al- 

molt forgorten) of Frankincenle tour ounces made into 

tine powder. 

 Thisfalveisroſoften and mollifie the hoofc, whereby 
to make it to grow ; having thus prepared your ſalve, 

before you bind the hoofe with the hoop and filletting 

as before is ſhewed, anoint and rub very well , where 

the hoop and fillicting is to be placed,with the ſalve,and 

then bind onthe hoop with the ſaid fillitting,thart done 

; > . rake 
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take hurds and rowle it up into a rowle, the full length 
of the chioke of the quartcr , and having firſt anointed 
che hurds very well with ric falve, lay it upon the chink 
of the falfe quarter, and fo bind rne hoofe up with the 
two long prices, of the aforcſaid Fillicting, which were 
ſewed um rhe orher peice of the aforeſaid Fillitting , 
which bound and made faſt the hoop : and let him not 
be dreſſed but once every three daies,untying all,as well 
the hoop as fillerting, Continue him to this kind of 
dreſling, fifteene or rwentic daies , or otherwie accord. 

ing as your diſcretion ſhall thinkto be requiſite. - 
Now when you ſhall find that the ſalve hath brought 
upthe hoofe, and that now you know not how to harden 
it, and make it ſolid and found , to make an able cure 
thereof, apply this inſuing ſalve. Take of the ſtrongeſt 
white Wine Vineger one quart, Diersgals, of green 
Coppcras both bruiſed, of each four ounces ; boile 
theſe in the vineger to the conſumption of a moiety, 
then ſtrain it, and put unto it of old ſaller =_ one pint, 
and fo boile ir again, until the vineger beall conſumed, 
which you ſhall know by ſtirring ic with a little ſtick, 
and drawing the ſtick forth ler it drop into the fire, and 
if that which droppeth from the ſtick into the fire, do 
not crackle then ler ir boil yer longer , for then it 15 not 
enough, but when iris ſufficiently boiled by dropping 
in a little of the medicine, it will burne without crack- 
ling, then take Ilytergy of Gold, and lytergy of Silver, 
of each halfe a pound , make then into very fine powder 
and ſcarſethem. Take then the Skiller from the fire, 
and let the medicine ſtand till ir be almoſt cold, then 
mixe well the lytergy and pur them in,for if they ſhould 
be put 1n whitil the liquor is hot , they would flic forth 
of the Skillet again : then ſer rhe skiller upon the coales 
againe, and fo let it boile upon a gentle fire, otherwiſe | 
you ſhallnor be able to keepe tn the medicine, yo n 
ile 
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boileit up,keeping it continually ſtirring until ic become 
to be of a deeper or dark gray, and doe cleave untotke 
ching with whict it is ſtirred, and that it doth rope like 
unto glew,thenadde unto it of new Bee-wax three oun- 
ces, which muſt be firſt molten by it ſelte, and rhen put 
alſo into the medicine of (oor made into very fine powder, 
and which is made of wood , and alſoof white lead in 
powder, of each three ounces, theſe 1 ſay _ made 
into very fine powder, mult be pur into the medicine , 
after it 15 taken from the fire , and by continual ſtirring 
made halfe cold, and fo ſerupon the fire again,and kept 
by continuall ftirring untill ic be throughly incorporate , 
and thus itis made ; and when ir doth beginto beſo 
cold, as thatic may be handled , then make itupinto 
Rowls, and ſo keepirt tor your uſe. And when you areto 
uſe the ſalve, take away the hoope Filletting and fall, 
and all anoynt the hoote with the ſalvezand1o bind up. 
on the hoofe a l1nnencloath to cauſe thar the medicine 
may remaineon, and let him be annointed therewith , 
every day once till the hoote be ſo hard as that he may 
beable to travel, *,* This reccipt I doe hold to be the 
molt foveraigne of any that ever was yet known, which 
was taughr me by a French man, who was ſo careful to 
give meample inſtructions therein, as that he bound on 
the hoop and Fillettings ( which are the moſt difficulr 
parts of the Cure) in my preſence, for he was very de- 
tirous to have me tully inſtructed racteins |

Ir cometh oft ſooner,when a Horſe drinketh 
too much, preſently after the eating a great quantity of 
Provender , for by that tneans the watcr coming to the 
Provendcr, cauſerh the Provender to{well , whereby 
cruditiesarebred in the ttomack, and ſo conveyed down 

to 
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tro the Guts, which occaſfioneth his Flux, alſo it cotheth 
by travcllingtoo ſoon after Provender, it nor being well 
digeſted before: and it will come allo to a Horſe by 
drinking cold watcr when he 1s very hot, and after (the 
watcr not being preſently warmed in his belly ) is the 
cauſeof a Lax orFlux. It will alſo come by cating of 
a Featt.er, Hendung, Spider, ſome venemous worm , or

There be many cauſes that may make a Horſe 
to forſake his mear, and yet not be {ick atall, and alſo 
by occafion of ſickneſle that cither coming upon him , 
orelſe which hath alrcady ſeized him.And firlt a Horſe 
may forſake his meat , and forbeare to eate for ſome 
time, no whit ſick, as when he ſhall lingerafter Mares, 
or after grafic being wearie of drie meat: again, he 
may forbeare his mcat, and yer not be ſick, by mcans of 
{ome accident or inconvenience bred in him, or befalne 
unto him, as by having the Lamps, Barbs, Giggs, Bli- 
ſters, Bloudy ritrs, tongue hurt,pain inthe tcech, or ſome 
ſuch like intirmiry ia or about his mouth , theſe uy 
cauſes. 
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cauſes that may - induce him to forbear-to cate, and yer 
the creature nor {ick,biit otherwiſe healthy and hungry, 
and faine would feed , but c1ther cannot or dare not, 
Alſo a Horſe,may fortake-his meat , being through tic 
inconfideratenc(s of his keeper cloyed,wl.crcby |:c doth 
loath his meat ; ſometimes through over aycrings mory. 
ing and evcning , ſometimes again by uftcring tim to 
cate being very hot after great [weating, upon immode. 
rate gidingand royle , or after watcr or waihing bcinz 
alſo yery hot. Theſc and many more may be the caulcs 
why a Horſc may forſake his mcar, and yct not bc uck, 
And the may allo forſake his meat, by rcaſon of licknelle 
cnſuing, as upon Colds, Rheumes, and Catarres newly 
raken, and beginning to be felt upon him : {fo allo he 
may forſake his meat, by rca{on of {ickneſs which hath 
already ſeized him , as1ncaſc of Glanders, Fearcrs, 
Morfounding , Conſumprions , Dropfie, and the like , 
whereby it is made moſt apparent that he feedeth nor 
becaule he is already ſick, As touching the firſt point, 
if you doe perceive him to torſake his mcat,and that you 
cannot ca(ily find rhe reaſon thereof,then the firſt thing 
you do, {carch his mouth, lips and ronguc 7 and it you 
do find any thing there amiſle,ler irbe preſently amend. 
ed, bur if yo cannot find any thing amiſle , then cxa- 
mtac his Keeper, and it you may perceive that it came 
through his default or negligence, either by the cloying

kle and 70ve | wane, Jy and it will comc in ſhort time to 
be a running ſore, which will fo ſtinke, as not well tobe 
endured: ſometimes again it cometh by reaſon of evil 
humours whicho fall down into the leggs, and makes 
its way out at the Fruſh, ir being the fofteſt and tendreſt 
partotall rhe foot, And ſometimes it cometh by a 
bruiſe which the Horſe may ealily rake by _—_— up- 
onſome ſtone, which inwardly corrupting , putrifieth, 
and fo is ingendred a running Fruſh.The {1gnes to know 
it is, the Horſe will goe lame;,either upon hard or durty 
waies, whereby the gravel doth get in,and fret and paine 
him at the quick z and you fhail perceive that when he 
reſtgrh, the Fruſh will weepe , ſending forth watery 

ſtuffe from the Fruſh. The way to cure 1t is,

back will be apparently ſwelled, or the hairefrerted off, 
the skinn either broken or raw; or the back either infla- 
med or impoſtumated,every of which is eaſily to be de- 


termined by the eye; or if hisback be wrung with the

Hi h, Ell, now let us come to the Glanders? 

TS VV Hippeſ. Withall my heart,Sir. As 
touching this diſeaſe which we do call the Glanders, itis 
of all others the worſt, noiſome, and molt infctious,in- 
{omuch as that Horſe that hath it, if he be not removed 
and (cparate from his fellowes , will infe&t ſo many as 
I 11 3 ſhall 
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ſha!l be with him in the ſame Stable and room. To find 
out the depth, root, and true nature of this diſeaſe , 1 
have greatly labourcd, asalſo how ro cure the ſame. I 
have alſo had much conference with many the molt ta. 
mous and exquilite 477/4/ls and Ferriers abroad,and 
I have ſeene very much «| cicir praRtiſertherein, fo alſo 
have I very (crious diſcourlcs with a number of our belt 
Ferriers and Smiths at home,butI finde not one tn twen. 
ty can ſpeake truely to any purpoſe of the nature of this 
ditcale, and therctore I doe not wonder that they can. 
nor cure a diſcaſe whereof they are ſo much ro ſcck. 
Neverthelefſe what I do underſtand of this diſeaſe , 1 
will ingeniouſly deliver unto you. The Glanders 1s an in- 
tirmity which proceedeth firſt of cold taken , which 
being negleRed , will in time come to be the Glanaers ; 
you thall firſt perceive it by the inflamed kernels and 
knots which may be felt under the chaul of the horſe,and 
as they doegrow in bigneſs, ſo doe the Glarnders grow 
and increaſe within the body of the horſe , which firſt 
beginning with athinne Rheume , aſcendeth up to the 
| head, and ſetleth neere tothe brain , and ſoventeth it 
ſelte at the noſe , which yet may be caſily cured , as I 
have before inculcated, where I entreated of Colds, at- 
tecrwards it growes thicker , andthen ir is worſe to cure, 
bur yer faiſable enough, in longer time it cometh yet to 
a thicker ſubſtance, and its colour is yellowiſh , much 
like unto Butter, and then ir is more hard co cure , bur 
yetcurable, albeir that now it is come to be a pertect 
Glanders : but when it cometh tobe a viſcuous ,.and of 
a tough and flimy ſubſtance, and of a green colour ,'/and 
to ſtink terribly, and that it hath now run ſome monthe, 
cr peradventure halfe a ycare or berter , as alſo having 
ſome ſmall ſpecks of a reddiſh colour in it, then is 1t not 
cvery Ferriers work or Art to cure the fame, tor ina caſe 


of this nature the ableſt Ferrier may receive tiic file F 
an 
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and the Horſe die under his hands and cure,as I have oft. 
cn by expertence been aneye witneſſe,albeit there hath 
been no defect in the Ferricr , cither in art, induſtric , 
care or diligence, I do therefore averre that I would nor 
have any man ,.( be he never ſocxpert an arriſt) ro pro- 
miſe to himſclterhe cure of cyery horſe he ſhall take in 
hand, by the rcaſon thar the Glaxders itſelf is rhe thing 
he mult cure , but in taking upon him tocure that mala- 
_ dy, he mult bcetore he can have perfected his cure , cure 
him alſo ot many othcr diſcaſes, which the 6landers 
will bring along with ic, as ( v.g.) the conſumption of 
the fleſh and lungs , gricts and aches in the head and 
braine, inflammation; under the chaule , diſcaſes inthe 
livcr, purtivencſs,hiie bound, dropſie, ſwelled leggs, 8& 
many other infirmities:t00 prolix to repeat, all which 
(Ifay) are inherent ro the Glaxders , and its origine , 
that it is of cold paſt all peradventure, howſoever ir 
ſomtimes cometh of turicts , fomtimes of. Morfounding, 
lomrtimes by intection,al whici(che laſt onely excepted) 
takerh irs firſt ſource from cold , and when it runneth 
(as before | {aid) greeniſh with reddiſh ſpecks, accom- 
panicd alſo with an offenſive or ſtinking breath , then 
are his lungs ulcerated , by means whereof the cure is 
the more deſperate and difficile. I do therefore adviſe 
all Ferricrs my brethren , who ſhall at any time take 
upon chem this cure, that they do firſt prepare the body 
of the Horſe with ſuch preparatives and Pnylick, as are 
meet 0 expell his peccant humcurs, which mult be alfo 
very carctully adminiſtred , yea and that according to 
the ftrength and ability of the Horſe: for the Horſe can- 
not choole but be feeble and weak, having of a long time 
betore been vilited with a ſickneſs of this nature, yea 
peradyenture a whole yearc or two before togethcr,du- 
ring which time he hath continually waſted and lan- 
guithed, wheretorc he cannot be ſtrong, but a very weak 
Horſe, 
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Horſe, and therefore his phylick mult be very gentle, yet 
{uch alſo which may have opperation whereby to work, 
otherwiſe phylick is but caſt away. The fignes how to 
know this diſcaſe need no further deſcription,and there. 
fore I will proceed to the cure, for the which I will 
deliver you many receipts, ſome whereof I have well 
experienced, to which 1 will give my particular mark, 
like as I have tormerly done. And I do therather1nſerr 
the more receipts , becauſe ( as I have before remem. 
bred) that receipt which will not cure one, will cure an. 
other, | 
The firſt therfore that is to be done in this calc, is, to 
prepare his body by giving him for four or five Gaics to- 
gether, inſtead of his Oates and Provender,wheart bran 
prepared, like as I have before ſhewed you 1n ttc cates 
of {1ck Horſes, eſpecially in /iþ.2.chap.g.ſe#.4.F. to qua- 
life and dry up his moiſt and bad humours abounding 
1n him, then let him bloud inthe neck, and the next day 
rake him, and give him this Cliſter, Make a decoction 
of Mallowes one pint and a halfe , and put unto 1t of 
freſh Butter ; foure ounces, and ot Satler oylc a quarter 
of a pint, and adminiſter it bloud warm, and then with 
a ſtrappe of leather tie ittohis taile, and then taſten 
thc othcrend of the ſaid (trap to his Surſingle,ſo ſtraight 
That 15 tailc mult becloſc to his tuc]l , that he cannot 
pur; c ti'l it be Jooſned,, then mount his back , and let 
hin 2c gently ridden, ſometimes a foot pace,and ſome- * 
times ai caſier troc for half an houre , then ſer him vp 
warm cloathed and littered, and let him ſtand upon tre 
Treich rhree hours, during which time he will purge 
kindly , then give him white water and Hay , and at 
11zhta tew Oatcs, for he mult be kept to a ſpare diet. 
The next day anointtwo long Goole-teatners with; the 
powder of Zrin{tone and freth Burtcr , being firſtwell 
wrougat togerher , til] tz be bronght to the —_— 
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gold, put them into either noſiril , and-faſten them to 
his headſtal, as before caught you, and fo ride him an 
houre or two,for this will purge his hcad,and cauſe him 
to {cnd forth mattrative {tuffe which abiderh in his 
head and lungs, then bring him in and rake rhem fortly 
and an houre attcr give hum Hay and white water, and 
Bran prepared , watch alſo he ſhould have given him 
before his riding abroad. The next day give him his 
Clyſter again, and fo ler him reſt for that day, bur or- 
dered inall things as before , the next day give him his 
Goolctecathers azain,canointed as before,and ordered in 
tie like manner as you did before, and all this is , bur to 
prepare him for his after drinke,but remember to keepe 
him alwaies warm,and let him be evermore faſting and 
empty, when he is to have any kind of Philick admint- 
ſtred unto him, and let him be aircd morning and even- 
ing, if theſunne ſhine, or that jr be ctherwiſe warm 
and calm weather, And having thus begun with him , 
three daics after give him this drink,

then being well brewed, give it him bloud warm. This 
drinke mult be given thrice, to wit cvcry third day,and 
he made to falt three houres aftcr,and atter ordered as 
is accultomed with horſes inPhyſick,during which time, 
and ſome tine aftcr, let him drink nocold water , but 
moſt commonly white watcr, which once or twice in 4 
week may bechanged into a ſweet Maſh, and let i:itm 
cate thebran ar*1l Malt , and dyctand feed him fo, as 
that he may be kept roa ſtomack , but be carctul you 
neither cloy , nor pinchim, Inſtead of thc Oates whici 
Fu 
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you ſhould give him , let them ſometimes be changed 
into bread it he will cate it: and fomerimes you may 
oive-him in ſtead of Oates, ſorae VVheat either inthe 
carcs, which is beſt, orelſe Wheat threſhed and clea. 
red ready for the Mill, ,*, Truly with this cure as I have 
tet it you down, 1 have recovered many horſes. But you 
muſt underſtand that this malady as ir hath runne along 
upontke horſe, before ir come to that height , as to be {0 
rank a Glanders,to be termed che mourning of the chzxe, 
lowill itaskea long time to cure, and therefore you 
muſt not think that ir can be cured with this one onely 
courſe of Phyſick, but you muſt let him reſt a few daies, 
whereby he may the berrer gather ſtrength , and then 
to him againand again , but take no more bloud from 
him, and as you doe perccive him to gather fleſb, and 
ger ſtrength, ſo let his exerciſe be increaſed, but withall, 
10 as not to overlabour him, or tocauſe him to {ſweat 
violenty, nor yet ſtraine his wind too much. Azother. 

If you do fag that together with his Glarders, he 
hath the Strangles,that 1s that he be oppreſſed with in. 
flamations under his chaule, clip away the haire from 
about the place, and clap a picce of ſheeps skin newly

Take Barly flower baked inan oven , Cumfrey roots, 
Burſa-Paſtoris,Bramble leaves, or the red and unripe 
Berries growing upon Brambles , which we do com- 
monly call Black-berries; tlicſe unripe berries are much 
better thenthe Bramble-lcaves,of cach one handfull, of 
Alkenet one dram , boil all but the Barly flower in Tas- 
nersOews newly made,ſo much as will ſuffice, and when 
It is throughly boyled ſtrain the liquor from the other 
{imples, reſerving only the liqaor , and ſo make a palte 
rhereof wich your Barley-flower, adding thereto of the 
duſt of Oaken-Bark one handful or two , then make this 
paſte upinto Pils the bigneſſe of a good Wall-nut, give

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him four of theſe at a time, rowled up in the powder of 
Cinamon two parts, and one part in the powder of Saf.

Take Venice- Turpentine waſhed, half a dram,incor- 
porate it with the powder of Brimſtone , Alkener , and 
Oake-barke duſt , of cachlike much , fo much as will 
ſuſfice ro make upinto Pils, give him every morning two 
of theſe Pills fatting, as big as a good wall-nut every 
one, till he be well. *,* Another which is a very 
good drink , wherewith to diſſolve the Glanders and 
cold , after other drinks have rotted and ripened 
them. 

Takeot Muskadine one quart,of Figges cut and fliced 
ſmall, a quar:er of a found , lite honey ,one {poontull , 
Saffron pulverized one penny-worth , Ginger and Ele- 
campane of each one dram in powder , Peppcr in tine 
powder ſo much as will lye upon a f{ixpence; {ref or 
lweet Butter the quantity of an EgSe, boil all thele to- 
Ecthcr. 
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__—_ a pretty while, then ſtrain it, and bloud warm 
adminiſter it, oncly adding to the drink the yojkes of 
two new Jaicd Eggs well beaten into the ſaid drink,and 
after walk or ride him moderately a littleſpace, and 
then ſec him up warm, and ordcr him as in other Phyli. 
cal drinkes, *,* This I haveotrentryed,and do apprc ve 
it for ſpecial good : for this openeth the pipes , cauſing 
him to void much filth,and it begetteth a good ſtomack 
to meat, Another molt excellent.

ſuſpc& your horſe to be never ſo little rouched with this 
malady, remove him preſently, leſt he ſhould infeCt ſo 
many horſes as be in the ſame ſtable with him.

times they break a cold, ſometimes they diſſipate con- 
gealed humours which do annoy the head, brain and fto- 
mack of the horle, ſometimes they expel and cauſe the 
horſe tovent and ſend away at his xoſe and mouth much 
filth and corruption , which doth ſtop, clog , and pe- 
ſer his headand b1dy , and ſomerimes they do ficcicate 
and dry up many bad humors which are 1ngendred in 
the headand brazr , and fo likewiſe many vertues Per- 
fumes have, whercof very many of our Ferriers here in 
Exgland are moſt ignorant : for did they truly krow the 
nature of Perfwnes, and howTightly to apply them in 
their proper paces , they might calily do cures, for 
which rhcy ſhould bc not a lctle admired.

gatrons. Five ways we have wheteby to purge a horſe, 
uit. by Pills, potrens, Cliſters, Suppoſitories, and Graſs. 
Pils tor che moſt part-do purge and. cleanſe the head 
and 6razn, by drawing the percant humeurs down into 
the body, and ſo ſending ther forth with the excrements. 
Potions do free the ftomack, belfy, and guts, from ſuch 
naughty humours which Glanders, Colds, and Surfers 
have engendred in the body, Cliſters are of ſundry, and 
choſe ot different natures, ſome to caſe and appeaſe 
oriefes, ſome to allay the biliouſneſs and ſharpneſs of 
evill humours, ſeme to bind, and ſome to looſen, and 
| ſome to heal as in caſe of slcers and old Sores within th:c 
body principally, and thoſe do alſo cleanfe the guts, re- 
frcih the inward parts and ſpirets vitall,and prepare t! c 
body betore hand for the receiving of purging prls or por- 
tzops. Suppolitories help the difcaſes in the guts betng 
of nature and condition more gentle then Cl:fters are, 
and may be applyed when Clyſters cannor, It therefore 
remaineth that theskillof the Ferriers be ſuch, as ro 
be able judiciouſly to underſtand the ſeveral natures of 
every of theſe things, to know how to make choice of 
his ingredicnts and fimples aptly, tounderfiand how to 
compound them punctually and artificially, to diſcern 
rightly betore he doe adminiſter what be the humours 
Lzz2 and 
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and malidics*wherewith the creatare is annoyed and 
viſited ,-as whether ( Y. 6G.) itbeCholer, Melancholly, 
Flegme Or Rhume as alſo in what part of the body the 
hamours offenſive is moſt predominant , and whar fim- 
ples will purge or move thoſe evil bumonrs, for it i5re- 
quiſite he be able ro know right well, and a4 unguem , 
the nature and property of every one of them 1n parct. 
cular, by rcaſon that ſome are much more aſpcrous 
and violent then others be: yea many f1mples are ſtor. g 
p21 ſon it they be not well prepared and correted , and 
yer their qualicies well weighed and compounded by 
rrue Art, and great good judgement , will work won- 
dertul effet*. Thoſe ſimples which be firong, are Colle. 
quintida, Scamony , Elebore, &c, the more gentle , are 
Manna, Caffia, whey, Prunes, 8c. But thoſe that be of 
the mean, or indifferent working, are Rubarb, Agarick, 
Alocs, Sene', &c. and this I am bold to intimate unto 
you, ,- to the end you may better underſtand their na- 
cures, vertues and qualities, and come to know the more 
lecurcly how to know when occaſion ſhall be offered.
